For- 
eign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd 
has reported from the United 
Nations, he said, that there has 
been “a little progress” in 
secret discussions but “wide 
differences” of opinion remain 
between Egypt and the western 
powers. 

Eden, in a notably vigorous 
speech, praised France for its 
support in the crisis. He men- 
tioned the United States’s role 
only in passing and scoffed at 
“misleading” comments about 
colonialism in connection with 
the Suez problem, 

Remark by Dulles. 

This was interpreted as an 
allusion to @ remark made by 
Secretary of State Dulles at a 
press conference in Washing- 
ton Oct. 2 commenting on the 
Suez situation and Allied co-| 
operation. Dulles said _ the | 
United States differed from its 
British and French allies where 
colonialism was concerned. 

Eden said that if progress | 
has been made in the United 
Nations toward a settlement of 
the Suez dispute “it is due to 
the firmness and _ resolution 
which we and those who think | 
like us have been showing | 
throughout this crisis.” 

The Prime Minister's grim | 
speech gave no indication that 
he regarded the West as having 
finished with the Suez crisis.

Two faint S.0S. signals 
picked up by a British and a 
German ship helped spur the 
search despite clouds that re- 
duced visibility to 100 feet late 
in the day. 

Reports Conflict. 

The visibility caused conflict- 
ing reports. One surface craft 
reached the general area where 
the rafts were reported seen 
and said it found only the de- 
com d carcass of a whale. 
The United States Air Force 
said the vessel was not in the 
exact location reported by 
search pilots. 

The conflicting reports alter- 
nately raised and dimmed hopes 
for survivors during the day. 

Early reports said a liferaft 
had been spotted, then two. One 
report said a man. was seen 
aboard one of them. 

A later check bore out only 
that there were two rafts, both 
empty. Each was the standard 
20-passenger inflatable raft car- 
ried by large transports. Many 
planes are equipped with auto- 
matic devices for ejecting the 
rafts on striking water. 

Carried Four Rafts. 

The missing C-118 transport 
carried four of the rafts. Each 
raft had a radio signaling trans- 
mitter and food and water 
aboard.

LONDON, Oct. 13—A plan 
for the partition of Cyprus into 
Greek and Turkish zones is 
gradually winning support at 
high levels of the British Gov- 
ernment. Under the plan Brit- 
ain would retain military base 
rights in the Turkish zone. 

Details have not yet been 
worked out. It is not likely that 
the plan will be broached by 
Britain before next spring or 
summer. 

The senior officials behind 
the idea regard it as a last re- 
sort, after all other means to 
achieve a Cyprus settlement 
have been exhausted. Only 
then might Greece and Turkey 
support it, they believe. 

As it stands, this partition 
plan would involve bisecting 
Cyprus along a line running 
roughly from Limassol on the 
south coast to near Lapithos on 
the north. 

Zone A to the west of the line, 
with Turkey 50 miles to the 
north, would become Turkish; 
Zone B to the east, which faces | 
Syria, would become Greek. 
The plan envisages the transfer | 
of about 60,000 ethnic Greeks | 
from Zone A to Zone B and an | 
equal number of ethnic Turks 
from Zone B to Zone A. 

The idea underlying the pro- 
posed population shift would be | 
to concentrate the ethnic Turks, 
who total about 100,000, com- 
pared with roughly 400,000 eth- 
nic Greeks, into the Turkis 
half of Cyprus. The popula- 
tion shift would be followed by | 
a British-supervised plebiscite 
in which, it is thought here in 
relation to the plan, the pro- 
British Turks in the western 
region would outvote the anti- 
British Greeks, whose number 
by then would have been sub- 
stantially modified. | 

Nicosia, the capital of the 
island, now a crown colony, 
would be in the Greek zone. | 

Then, in the Turkish half, 
Britain would concentrate her 
long-term military bases, pre- 
sumably in agreement with the 
elected representatives of the | 
ethnically Turkish community. | 


U.S. VISITORS HEAR | 


MIKOYAN ASSAIL 
AMERICAN BASES 


MOSCOW, Oct. 13 (AP)— | 
Fifty-three American business | 
men visited Deputy Premier | 
A. I. Mikoyan and said they | 
found him bitter about United 
States atomic bombs and air 
bases near Russia. | 

The 44 United States and 
nine Canadian business leaders | 
told newsmen Mikoyan an-' 
swered few of their questions 
on economic matters. 

“He probably knew the an- 
swers to our questions,” said 
John Mosler of New York, “but 
he kept the information to him- 
self.” 

Another member of the visit- | 
ing party said Mikoyan re- 
marked: 

“One reason we don’t release 
more statistics is because you 
have too many ambitious gen- 
erals who want to throw atomic 
bombs around.” 

Other business men reported 
Mikoyan showed bitterness over 
what he called Russia's encircle- 
ment by American bases. 

The business mene said 
Mikoyan painted a rosy picture 
of life in Russia. One of them 
quoted the Deputy Premier as 
saving: 

“We don't go around in Paris 
fashions, but there’s improve- 
ment every year in the life of 
our people.” 


SEPTEMBER HOMEBUILDING 
ACTIVITY HITS 6-YEAR LOW 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP) 
—The Labor Department re- 
ported yesterday that home- 
building activity declined “‘more 
than seasonally” in September 
when 93,000 units were put un- 
der construction, the lowest 
September total in six years. 

The Department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said the decline 
of 8000 units starts from August 
occurred chiefly in metropoli- 
tan areas. The decline was 
widespread but especially sharp 
on the West Coast. 

The September rate adjusted 
for seasonal variation repre- 
sented an annual rate of 1,000,- 
000 units, lowest since January 
1952.

HOGKER PLEDGES 
IMPROVED CARE 
FOR RETARDED 


Accuses Democrats of 
Failure to Provide 
Adequate Mental 
Health Program.

MEXICO, Mo., Oct. 13 — 
Democratic administrations in 
Missouri in the last 12 years 
have provided “no leadership 
whatsoever” in the care of 
mentally ill and retarded chil- 
dren, Lon Hocker, Republican 
candidate for governor, said 
here today. 

What this state needs with 
regard to the mentally ill and 
mentally retarded is a “revolu- 
tion,” he told a meeting of the 
Ninth District Federation of 
Women’s Republican Clubs of 
Missouri. 

The state’s mental health 
program, he said, has suffered 
from lack of “broad programs 


of treatment and rehabilitation 
and the job will not be done 
by Democratic leadership whose 
trademark is idle funds in 
banks, idle, admégistration in| 
Jefferson City and idle people | 
in our mental institutions.” | 

B. E. Ragland, director of the | 
state division of mental diseases, | 
who was appointed to that post | 
by former Gov. Forrest Smith, 
“is utterly lacking in qualifica- 
tions to be in charge of our 
seven mental institutions,” 
Hocker said. The candidate 
blasted Smith for putting the 
state’s mental patients “at the 
mercy of this patronage dis- 
penser and to entrust him with 
the expenditure of a budget 
that amounts to more than $32,- 
000,000 for the current bien- 
nium.” 

The St. Louis attorney said 
the day Smith, a Democrat, ap- 
pointed Ragland to his position 
by “knocking a hole in a law 
big enough for him to slide 
through—June 27, 1949—was a 
day of disgrace in the history 
of the state of Missouri.” 

“As director, Ragland has 
stood for pinchpenny, merely- 
custodial handling of mental pa- 
tients and has been against a 
rehabilitation program which 
would cost more at the present 
but promises to cost legs in the 
long run,” he said.

This referred to a proposal 
by the City of St. Louis and 
the Metropolitan Chamber of 
Commerce that a $30,000,000 
all-military airport be built in 
St. Charles county to relieve 
congestion at the municipal 
field. A Government co-ordi- 


nating group is studying the | 
problem. | 

“The announced presidential | 
policy that there be joint mili- | 
tary-civil use of airport facil- 
ities wherever possible was 
greeted with cheers by cities 
that owned facilities suitable 
for Air Force aircraft, because 
of the anticipated additional | 
revenue gained by the leasing 
of the facilities,” the publica- | 
tion observed. 

“However, tremendous in- | 
creases in civil air traffic and 
the additional problems added 
by military jet aircraft have | 
caused more and more jointly- | 
operated fields to conclude that 
joint use ‘wherever possible is 
a wonderful thought, but it is 
not possible at their particular 
airport.” 

Airport officials at Madison 
found that joint use of the mu- 
nicipal airport there by civilian 
and military planes “was made 
completely infeasible when the 
military introduced jets to the 
field’s operations,” the article 
said. 

“This seems to be the typical 
result where there is joint use 
of airport facilities by conven- 
tional aircraft and... .military 
jets,” it added. 

Related Problem. 

A related problem, the publi- 
eation said, has been created by 
depreciation of real estate val- 
ues near airports used by jet 
planes. 

In this connection, the article 
cited an appraisal by the Roy 
Wenzlick Co., real estate coun- 
selors in St. Louis, which “ound 
that damage to real estate val- 
ues in subdivisions near alr- 
ports ranged as high as 75 per 
cent. 

“An excessive damage pat- 
tern was plotted under the air- 
craft approach areas, and the 
conclusion was reached that | 
damages were primarily due to 
noise, vibration and actual or 
psychological danger,” it was 
said. 

“In some areas, the decibel 
measurement of jet aircraft en- 
gines passing overhead makes it 
impossible to sleep or converse 
while a plane is passing, and at 
times the decibel measurement 
is so high that the noise itself 
is physically damaging to the 
human body,” the report was 
quoted as saying. Re 

The institute went on to point 
out, however, that a conference 
of aviation officials recently 
forecast improvement in noise 
suppression of jet engines. In 
the future, the conference said, 
there is “every indication” jets 
will be no noisier than conven- 
tional piston-driven airplane en- 
gines. 

The article said airport au- 
thorities in Pittsburgh, Chicago 
and Miami have made it evident 
in various ways that. military

HOUSTON, Tex., Oct, 13 —

venson has the state’s 24 elec- 
toral votes in his grasp. But 
leaders in beth the “conserva- 
tive” and “radical” wings of the 
Democratic party say the prob- 
able outcome of the election is 
close. The margin of victory is 
likely to be small, whichever 
Way victory goes. 

Here in Houston, the Eisen- 
hower drive has come alive, af- 
ter a slow 

Republican Twice. 

Texas is overwhelmingly a 
Democratic state—one of the 
towers of the so-called “Solid 
South.” But twice in the last 
quarter century the state has 
gone Republican in presidential 
elections—both times because 
Texas did not like the party 


candidates produced by Demo- 


cratic national conventions. 
They turned their backs on Al- 
fred E. Smith, Governor of New 
York, in 1928, and on Adlai 
Stevenson, Govegnor of Illinois, 
in 1952. 

When, last August, the Texas 
delegation to the 1956 Demo- 
cratic national convention did 
not walk out or threaten to 
leave the convention nominees 


in the coming general election, 


it looked as though the Lone 
Star state was hitched this time 
to the same Stevenson it helped 
to defeat four years ago. How- 
ever, the Texas delegation, com- 
mitted te Senator Lyndon John- 
son as a favorite-son candidate, 
never did vote for Stevenson— 
although it raised no protest 
when the Stevenson nomination 
was completed with a shout. 


The delegation did vote against 


the nomination of Stevenson's 
running mate, Senator Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee. 
How Leaders Stand. 
When the dust of the conven- 


tion cleared away, Speaker Sam | 


Rayburn and Senator Johnson 
were in the Stevenson ‘corner, 
and Senator Price Daniel later 
announced he would go along, 
too. Daniel supported Gen. 
Eisenhower in 1952. 

Gov. Allan Shivers, unrecon- 
structed opponent of Stevenson, 
who did not attend the national 
convention, still insists he -fav- 
ors the re-election of Mr. Eisen- 
hower. But Shivers, after three 
terms as Governor, is not a 
candidate for re-election. His 
influence is nothing like what 
it was in 1952, when he lead 
the fight in Texas for Mr. 
Eisenhower. The word went 
out that Texas was “safe” for 
Stevenson this time. 

As the campaign has pro- 
gressed, it has become apparent 
that the divisions among the 
Texas Democrats are still sharp. 
The . liberals—or “radicals” as 
they are called—are going along 
strongly for Stevenson. A large 
number of the conservatives 
have lined up for Mr. Eisen- 
hower again. Indeed, the Demo- 
crats are now catalogued in 
three groups; the Johnson-Ray- 
burn group, with Daniel, who 
is giving up his Senate seat 
and has been nominated for 
Governor, going along: the 
Shivers group, which is still 
pro-Eisenhower; and the radical 
group, which supported Ralph 
Yarbrough for Governor.

AT EISENHOWER 
AND ‘OLD GUARD

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 13 
(UP)—Senator Estes Kefauver, 
passing up campaign commit- 
ments to rest his ailing throat, 
charged today that President 
Eisenhower has pon «

The Democratic vice presi- 
dential candidate challenged 
Mr. Eisenhower to support or 
repudiate ‘‘so me of the old 
guard tribe who are up for elec- 
tion this year.” Kefauver issued 
his challenge in a statement. 

The statement was to have 
been a campaign speech at Mad- 
isonville, Ky., tonight. It was re- 
leased as a statement after Ke- 
fauver was finally persuaded 
last night to abandon campaign 
dates in Kentucky today and 
rest his throat. 

Feeling Much Better. 

Aids reported today that the 
Senator felt “much better” after 
sleeping around the clock at a 
Lincoln (Nebr.) hotel where he 
received treatment from a phy- 
sician and a penicillin shot last 
nignt. Kefauver rested in his 
hotel until time to board his 
campaign plane for the flight 
to Knoxville. 

“efauver keyed his “old 
guard” statement to Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s remarks at a press con- 
ference this week on three Re- 
publican Senators— Joseph R. 
McCarthy of Wisconsin, William 
E. Jenner of Indiana and 
George W. Malone of Nevada. 
The President, questioned on a 
published report that he is in- 
creasingly critical of their rec- 
ords, said he could not depend 
on the three Senators to sup- 
port his programs. 

Kefauver recalled that Mr. 
Eisenhower supported all three 
of the Senators four years ago 
when they were running with 
him on the G.Q.P. ticket in 
their respective states. He noted 
that none of the three is run- 
ning this year.

For the layman, a great difficulty is 
the understanding of the economists’—and 
politicians’—language to differentiate be- 
tween the tangible dollars they receive in 
their pay envelopes with “real wages” 
which measure how much the dollars will 
buy at a particular time. 

The usual statistical starting point for 
measuring inflation is the year 1939, al- 
though prices that year were higher than 
the depression year, 1932. On the. as- 
sumption that a dollar was worth 100 
cents in 1939, economists figure that it 
was worth only 76 cents worth of goods 
and services in 1946, after World War I; 
58 cents in 1949, before the Korean war 
started; and 52 cents when Truman left 
office in January 1953. Today its worth 
is calculated at slightly less than 51 cents. 
Expressed another way, as by the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board, a non- 
partisan organization financed by private 
business, a married couple with two chil- 
dren would need a gross income of $6122 
to have the same buying power it enjoyed 
in 1939 on an income of $3000; a family 
with a 1939 income of $5000 would need 
$10,583, and a $10,000 family, $22,428. 


What the Republicans Ignore. 


What the Republican spokesmen gen- 
erally ignore is that the most of the 
Democratic inflation was caused by World 
War II, the Korean war and the postwar 
transition to a peacetime economy. 
Whether wartime inflation can be pre- 
vented is a debatable proposition because 
prevention has never been tried on a 
full scale.

In 1950, a month after the invasion of 
South Korea by the Communists, Baruch 
went before the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee to say that Truman’s partial mobiliza- 
tion program would defeat itself, that it 
was not enough. He renewed his demand 
for full wartime controls plus “taxes high 
enough to eliminate profiteering and to 
cover all defense costs.” 

Criticizing the Truman program, he said: 
“The legislation before you proposes that 
we deliberately refuse to lock the stable 
door until the horse is stolen.” 


What Voting Record Shows. 


The voting record shows that a majority 
of Democrats and Republicans refused to 
accept Baruch’s expert advice. Repub- 
licans, led by the late Senator Robert A. 
Taft, consistently opposed even the Tru- 
man wartime ‘controls, although they did 
hold down prices, wages, rents and profits 
to a large degree. The result was that 
with personal incomes increasing from 
$72,900,000,000 in 1939 to $178,000,000,000 
in 1946, the percentage of personal sav- 
ings rose from 4.1 per cent of this income 
to as high as 25.2 per cent in 1944. 

With the end of World War II there was 
a great demand for consumer goods and 


business expansion programs, The per- 
sonal savings of the war years were rushed 
into the markets to buy available goods. 
Truman wanted to keep some of the war- 
time controls, but the congressional elec- 
tions of 1946, which brought defeat to the 
Democrats over controls, especially food 
rationing, demonstrated that the country 
had forgotten inflation, which historically 
has followed all wars. Nevertheless, the 
dollar fluctuated only slightly upward 
during the years 1947 to mid-1950. 


The sharpest upturn in prices, wholesale 
and retail, came immediately after the 
Communist invasion of South Korea, 
which Truman at first thought could be 
stopped by a United Nation’s “police ac- 
tion.” 

Some controls were established but too 
late. The war started in June, 1950, and 
by the following February wholesale prices 
had jumped 16.7 per cent and the con- 
gjimer price index for all items rose 8 per 
cent, After that there was a general rise 
in both categories until 1952, after which 
the consumer price averages stayed rela- 
tively stable with only minor fluctuation 
until May of this year. Since then the 
rise has been gradually upward, with only 
the increased irfterest rates fixed by the 
Federal Reserve Board as an official 
brake.

Cheering Crowds. Don’t Necessarily Mean Votes on Election Day

T WAS said by the cynical politician of 

an earlier and simpler era that they 

would come out to see a dead whale on 
a flat car, meaning, it is hardly necessary 
to add, that the crowd could always be 
counted on to turn out to hear the candi- 
date speak from the rear platform down 
at the railway station. 

But profound changes are taking place 
in American life. Crowds, particularly 
political crowds, are not nearly so pre- 
dictable as they once were. What they 
may or may not mean in terms of votes is 
even more uncertain than in the recent 


past. 

The political organizers are discovering 
in this campaign that, what with tele- 
vision and the hideous difficulties of traf- 
fic and parking, it is harder and harder 
to get people out of their homes. This is, 
after all, the year when Ringling brothers 
circus folded its tents for the last time 
and stole away into at least temporary ob- 
livion. The political circuses have been 
encountering some of the same trouble 
witli? the customers. 

President Eisenhower at Des Moines 
and Pittsburgh drew huge crowds that 
gave every evidence of friendly enthusi- 
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him? We shall not know the answer until 
Nov. 7. 


Curiosity about a personality is surely 
a crowd factor. Big crowds—the largest 
up to that time—turned out to see Al 
Smith when he was running against Her- 
bert Hoover in 1928. The brown derby, 
the legend of the boy from the Fulton 
fish market, his twangy voice were all 
elements that drew people out to see him. 
They had to go out since in that quaint 
day there was no television. Smith carried 
only eight states. 


Similarly, crowds. turned out for the 
colorful personality of Wendell L. Willkie. 
The Willkie personality had been ex- 
ploited in an intensive and well-planned 
publicity buildup which in less than a 
year had made him a national figure. 
Yet Willkie, despite the emotional issue of 
the third term, failed by a wide margin to 
defeat F.D.R. 


Adlai E. Stevenson’s crowds have, more 
often than not, been disappointing. He 
is not a magnetic personality. At times 
he seems almost to try to keep on the 
austere and undemonstrative level. There 
is also the fact that he ran unsuccessfully 
four years ago. 

If crowds were to be taken as the sole 
test, then there could be no doubt of the 
outcome of the election, but back of the 
presence of people in the streets are two 
imponderables. One is timing and the 
other is organization. 

President Eisenhower went into Pitts- 
burgh about 5 o'clock as office workers 


Office and other workers can be given a 
half-hour off to watch the candidate go by. 

All this requires influence and money 
which the Republicans have in far greater 
measure than the Democrats. To get out 
a political crowd when there is so much 
competition for the citizen's attention 
takes a vast amount of organization, 
Busses and trains must be arranged for 
to bring them in from afar. Signs must 
be prepared and distributed. Allocation 
to sections of the hall or to certain cor- 
ners on the route of the candidate must 
be worked out. 


As one Democratic leader put it prior 
to a Stevenson visit: 

“They said they wanted crowds, I 
wanted to know whether they put the 
most importance on crowds in the street 
or crowds in the hall. We just don’t have 
the money and the organization to pro- 
duce both. You can figure on so much a 
head—for telephoning and so on—to get 
‘em out.” 

There has recently been a spate of crit- 
icism of the Democratic campaign organ- 
ization for failing to get out the crowds. 
Stevenson’s own organization has been 
criticized for delay and inefficiency in ex- 
ploiting publicity openings. 

Organization and, perhaps paradoxically 
enough, the lack of any fixed public iden- 
tification have brought crowds in some 
areas out to see Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon. As the poll-takers have estab- 
lished, there is a continuing suspicion of 
Nixon as a clever opportunist who is likely 
to turn up on any side of any given ques- 
tion. This ‘stirs curiosity about the man. 
What is he really like? What does he 
stand for? 

Nixon’s specialty is salesmanship, the ad 
raan’s techniques. Whether this would be 
sufficient to draw crowds is 
but Harold E. Stassen’s campaign for six 


date got nation-wide attention and fed the 
Nixon controversy. 
As for Senator Estes Kefauver, the 


~ 


Democratic vice presidential candidate, he 
has almost a patent on what amounts to 
the new crowd technique of the television 
era. In his primary campaign in a dozen 
or more states,.and especially in Minne- 
sota, Florida and California, The Keef 
went out and ran people down wherever 
he could find them. His specialty was the 
super-market and the Sears-Roebuck store. 
The shopper casting about for a sack of 
potatoes or some underwear would be 
startled to find the big Kefauver hand 
held out in greeting. 


_ In his nation-wide campaign Kefauver is 
resorting, in some instances, to this same 
technique if only because the organization 
fails to produce customers in sufficient 
numbers. In one state after another he 
has gone into small towns that have never 
before been visited by a national candi- 
date. He strolls around the courthouse 
square, drums up his own crowd; talks for 
a few minutes, shakes every hand in sight 
and moves on again. 

It may be more efficient for vote-getting 
than the highly organized party meeting 
with the cheer leaders properly assigned 
and the placards raised at just the right 
moment for the TV cameras. 

What is beginning to be apparent in the

After the war, when many private firms 
began to return to the old pattern.of re- 
stricting Negroes to unskilled jobs, senti- 
ment built up in favor of a pesmanent 
FEPC, with authority extended to all in- 
dustry engaging in interstate commerce 
instead of just to firms holding Gevern- 
ment contracts. President Truman asked 
Congress repeatedly for such legislation, 
but Southern, Democrats blocked these 
efforts time after time by filibusters and 
other maneuvers. The proposals. had bi- 
partisan support. In 1944, the Republicans 
had a stronger plank than the Demotrats, 

promising “the establishment by federal 
legislation of a permanent fair employ- 
ment practices commission.” 


In 1952, both parties pledged federal 
fair employment legislation. The Repub- 
licans promised to “prove our good faith 
by ... enacting federal legislation to fur- 
ther just and equitable treatment in the 
area of discriminatory employment prac- 
tices.” They qualified this by adding that 
federal action should not duplicate state 
efforts and that “another huge bureauc- 
racy” should be avoided. 

But President Zisenhower steered away 
from any federal fair employment legis- 
lation. Before and after his election in 
1952, Mr. Eisenhower made it clear that 
he opposed what he called “fedeval-com- 
pulsion.” He promised to work through 
the Governors for state action whieh; as 
he put it, would “enlist co-operation—not 
invite resistance.” 


Following that principle, he gave no 
support to a fair employment practices 
bill introduced last year by ten “Demo- 
cratic and eight Republican Senators, The 
subject did not show up in his civil rights 
program this year. 

Neither party mentions fair emplayment

Members of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration make an impressive case against 
federal compulsion.

G.O.P. and Quiet Persuasion. 


Quiet persuasion is the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration’s alternative to compulsion. 
Census figures show only modest gyer-all 
improvement in the traditional “pattern 
of Negro employment—concentrated in 
the unskilled and non-white-collar. jobs 
and the last to be hired and first to be 
fired. 

Only about 12 per cent of employed 
Negroes were in professional, managerial, 
clerical and similar white-collar work in 
1955, compared to 42 per cent of all white 
workers who held such jobs. This does 
mean a slight gain, however, from 1050, 
when only 10 per cent of Negro workers 
held white-collar positions. 

Unemployment figures show that the 
rate has continued to run about twice 
as high among Negroes as among whites, 
In the recession of 1954, white unemploy- 
ment rose by 50 per cent, from arate of 
2.6 to 3.9 per 100, but the rate for Negroes 
doubled, jumping from 4.3 to 8.6,..... 

A Census Bureau study this year bas 
shown also that only part-time jobs: were 
held by 24 per cent of Negro non-farm 
workers, compared to only 13 per cént of 
white non-farm workers. Furthermore, 
the bureau learned, most white persons 
who work only part-time do so because of 
choice or personal circumstances, while 
Negroes generally do so because ow can- 
not get full-time work.

One'of the truly great figures in 

* eonservation of Missouri re- 
sourees has been lost with the resig- 
nation of I. T. Bode from the post of 
director of the Missouri Conservation 
Department. 

What has been accomplished by 
Bode'fn less than 20 years of service 
has been no legs fhan modern mira- 
cles of conservation. 

Twenty years ago it appeared bio- 
logically possible, but wholly vision- 
ary and unrealistic, that the Missouri 
deer herd could be brought back 
from virtually zero to abundance; 
thaf fires and over-grazing could be 
stemmed in vast forest areas of 
southern Missouri and forestry made 
practical and profitable in the state; 
that thousands of deep ponds, team- 
ing---with fish, could dot the land- 
scape of Missouri; that hundreds of 
milés of living fences would lace the 
ponds with the fields to create a 
state-wide haven for feathered and 
furred wildlife; that the beaver 
could be brought back from extinc- 
tion te commonplace along Missouri's 
streams; that the wild turkey 
could’ be started on {ts road to re- 
covery in the Ozarks; and so on.

This recovery of wildlife is all the 
more remarkable in the face of 
steadily mounting gun pressure, and 
constitutes a ringing vindication of 
Bode’s steadfast policy of creating 
water and cover for birds and ani- 
mals''and foregoing synthetic meas- 
ures Such as pen rearing and feed- 
ing game. 

These “impossible” conservation 
results were not accomplished by 
Béde alone. Through the years he 
enjoyed excellent backing from the 
Conservation Commission members, 
such as the late Sydney Stephens

But’ Bode had the talent to work 
with other agencies in a co-ordinated 
conservation drive, and he had the 
genius“ and management ability to 
enlist-and organize a crack team of 
bielogists and other scientists.

In Missouri the choice is between Lt. 
Jemes T. Blair of Jefferson City, Democrat, and 
Len Hocker of Clayton, Republican. In Illinois 
the choice is between Gov. William G. Stratton, 
Republican, and Judge Richard B. Austin of the 
Cook County Superior Court, Democrat. 

When these two. contests for the office of 
Governor are reviewed, it is clear that in both 
states the basic question is: 

Which man can be expected to give the peo 
ple best direction and leadership during the 
next four years? 

+ « * 

In Missouri Lt. Gov. Blair has been looking 
toward Nov. 6 for a long time. He has held his 
present office for two four-year terms and 
through most of that period he has been am- 
bitious for the governorship. He wanted to run 
for Governor four years ago, but he stepped 
aside when Gov. Donnelly decided to seek a 
second non-consecutive term. 

Mr. Blair's political activities go back much 
further than the eight years that he has been 
Lieutenant Governor. He entered the State 
House of Representatives as early as 1929. In 
the 1931 session he was Democratic floor leader 
in the House; at the age of 29 he was the 
youngest man ever to hold that post. He was 
also the youngest man ever to head the Mis 
sourl Bar—25 years ago. 

In his long tenure at Jefferson City, Mr. 
Blair has learned a great deal about the work- 
ings of state government and party politics. His 
supporters say that in the event of his election, 
he could begin immediately to discharge the 
responsibilities of the Governor's office. This 
is based on the belief that he knows the duties 


and powers of the Governor better than some- . 


one lacking his experience. 

Some aspects of Mr. Blair’s experience do not 
commend him. As chairman of the Cole County 
Democratic committee in 1941 he allowed his 
name to be used in the filing of a petition be- 
fore the Legislature contesting the election of 
Forrest C. Donnell as Governor of Missouri. 
This was a key maneuver in the infamous “gov- 
ernorship steal” which was denounced by Demo- 
cratic Gov. Stark and blocked legally by the 
Missouri Supreme Court. 

* o * 

While he has been Lieutenant Governor, Mr. 
Blair has represented large trucking interests 
before the Public Service Commission. Accord- 
ing to Robert L. Hyder, chief counsel of the 
Missouri State Highway Commission and legal 
adviser to the State Highway Patrol, Mr. Blair 
made an improper proposal on behalf of a client, 
Riss & Co., a large Kansas City trucking firm. 
The proposition, as stated by Mr. Hyder, was 
that if the State Patrol would cease arresting 
Riss drivers for alleged law violations, the com- 
pany would license 75 more tractors in Missouri. 


Just this last week Mr. Blair was linked with 
a political maneuver in connection with control 
of the non-political Conservation Commission. 


Mr. Blair says he did nothing wrong in any 
éf these cases. He says he has the same right 
to practice law that other Lieutenant Governors 
had. He says he strongly favors keeping politics 
out of conservation. On the credit side of his 
record, is the fact that when he was Mayor of 
Jefferson City he ordered the police to close 
commercialized gambling dens. 

+ * . 

Lon Hocker, in contrast to Mr. Blair, is a 
newgomer to politics. The Hocker family, like 
the Blair family, has long been interested in 
public affairs, This is, however, the first time 
that Mr. Hocker has been a candidate for any 
office. A year ago he served as counsel to the 
Senate Judiciary Subcommittee on Constitu- 
tional Rights whose chairman was Senator Hen- 
nings of Missouri. 

Although Mr. Hocker has not run for public 
office. before, he has held important civic and 
professional posts. He was a member of the St. 
Louis City Plan Commission from 1940 to 1944 
and in 1942 served as its chairman. He is active 
in the American Bar Association, the Missouri 
Bar and the Bar Association of St. Louis of 
which he was president in 1953. He has also 
been an insurance company executive. 

What Mr, Hocker lacks in office-holding ex- 
perience—and he is far better off for not having 
some of the experience in Mr. Blair's record— 
he might well make up in interest in state gov- 
ernment and zeal to serve the people. 

As a lawyer he has been both praised and 
criticised for his part in a so-called “entrap- 
ment” case at the Municipal Courts. Last July 
a special commissioner of the Missouri Supreme 
Court reported that in 1949 Mr. Hocker sought

to induce another lawyer into an unethical so- 
licitation of legal business. 

Some leading members of the St. Louis bar 
say there was no entrapment and that, on the 


er’s comment on the commissioner’s report was 
that he was “not a bit ashamed” of what he did 
and that he was “very pleased” if he helped com- 
bat “this nefarious practice (soliciting cases in 
the corridors of our courts).” 

Mr. Hocker is conducting a vigorous campaign 
in which he discusses the many urgent state 
issues and presents his own ideas about them. 
This in itself is an important contribution to a

Adm. Strauss’s Mistakes 

President Eisenhower is credited by Chairman 
Strauss of the Atomic Energy Commission with 
bringing “the peaceful atomic energy industry 
into being” with the passage of the 1954 Atomic 
Energy Act. That act left the development of 
commercial atomic power entirely up to pri- 
vate enterprise. “Within a week after the new 
atomic energy law was enacted,” the AEC chair- 
man went on to say, “President Eisenhower 
broke ground for a full-scale power plant at 
Shippingport, Pa.” . 

This is a studiously deceptive statement which 
plainly seems to say that the Shippingport plant 
was an immediate dramatic response by private 
industry. to. the 1954 Act. 

Chairman Strauss ought to be ashamed of 
himself, for, as he knows, there was no connec- 
tion whatever between the 1954 Act and the 
Shippingport plant. The Shippingport plant is 
being built under terms of the 1946 Atomic En- 
ergy Act. 

As Adm. Strauss also knows or should know, 
the Shippingport plant is no triumph of private

initiative. It is being preponderantly paid for 
by the Federal Government through subsidy. 
And as for the 1954 Act, not one single commer- 
cial-scale atomic power plant has been built un- 
der its terms, nor is there a firm commitment 
to build any such plant at any time in the future. 

Chairman Strauss has admitted error in with- 
holding from the public until recently a report 
by the AEC safety advisory committee question- 
ing the safety of a proposed atomic power plant 
near Detroit for which the commission has 
nevertheless granted a construction permit. Will 
he also correct these further errors?

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Pomological Report 

The Hudson Valley’s 1956 apple crop will be 
60 per cent below that of 1955. On a broader 
scale, an estimate has it that the nation’s apple 
total will be only 80 per cent of the average of 
the last 10 years with the result that apples will 
be in shorter supply than in any year since the 
early 1920s, except for the barrel-bottom 1945. 

This gloomy intelligence comes from the New 
York Herald Tribune, an old apple fancier since 
the days of Greeley and Bennett. We agree 
that any diminution in the apple crop is diminu- 
tion in man’s happiness. The prospect of fewer 
Winesaps and MclIntoshes and Northern Spies 
and Black Twigs and Jonathans means fewer 
apples to eat as well as fewer apple dumplings. 
And, as the Herald Tribune says, that dessert of 
desserts has already become too much of a 
museum piece. 

We only wish the apple tree that we know 
best were more typical this year. It is a hearty, 
spreading, cumulus cloud-shaped tree and it 
bas been bearing Golden Delicious since June. 
Minted ornaments still hang in the green 
boughs to span four and a half months from 
Decoration day almost to Hallowe’en, Now, in 
mid-October, the fruit is taking on the tang 
that comes with cool nights and promise of 
frost. We cannot bring ourselves to spare 
this tree to the Herald Tribune, but we do wish 
it had a cousin growing in Manhattan.

It happens we have known both the 
men now offering themselves for the 
presidency and confess to a liking and 
a respect for both. We would be short 
of frankness and honesty if we didn’t 
admit at the outset a longer and closer 
friendship with Ike than Adlai. Both 
are men of good conscience and good 
will and above the average in capacity. 

We were delighted when President 
Eisenhower licked his illness to the 
point where he felt that in fairness to 
the public he could run again. We felt 
then as now that he had done a real 
job for the country in his first Admin- 
istration and that the job wasn't 
done yet. 

On the other hand we came away 
from the conventions feeling that under 
all circumstances the Democrats had 
put their best foot forward by selecting 
Gov. Stevenson. Stevenson is neither a 
shallow-pate nor one who can be light- 
ly passed off in the contentious’ phras- 
ing of an egghead. He runs to the in- 
tellectual side and may get above the 
average listener level at times but it is 
obvious that he is maturing as a cam- 
paigner, that he is 
pitching his fight 
on a bit lower level 
than he did four 
years ago. 

If re-elected the 
pulling and tugging 
on Ike from those 
around him will be 
toward the right.

ov. Stevenson ‘aan 
might make a great Dwight D. Eisenhower 
President and he might make a rotten 
one. He would do his best and with 
high intentions, everyone might con- 
cede that. But making the actual deci- 
sions that could mean peace or war, 
that could mean a vital turn in our 
economic picture, is entirely different 
from going around the country criti- 
cizing this or that. In contrast, the 
Eisenhower experience, his method of 
working and his goals are known. 


The choice between the two men boils 
down to this: Ike has written his rec- 
ord which he terms a record of peace, 
prosperity and progress. As we see it, 
even though it probably won't be the 
major turning point in deciding voters, 
the first issue of all is world peace. 

Maybe we were too impressed by 
our early summer trip through Europe. 
We found not just governmental heads 
but the average man everywhere look- 
ing toward the President as the strong- 
est voice for peace of the free world. 


Russians Trust the President 


Even the Russians, though they may 
break their pledges as fast as they 
make them, respect him and believe 
in his devotion to peace, almost the only 
Western leader they do believe. 


Unquestionably he has made some 
mistakes. Maybe he should have fur- 
nished a more aggressive leadership. 
But he stands out as the world’s best 
bet for peace. 

Through the war experience and his 
years as a peacetime President, Eisen- 
hower has had an intimate knowledge 
of problems that Stevenson could not 
possibly possess. Were Stevenson elect- 
ed, the world and the Communist foe 
would go through the trying and test- 
ing. period to see just how the new 
President would react. 

So, going beyond the domestic issues, 
we believe the world and the United 
States need Ike as the best bet for 


peace. 

We don’t think any party or any can- 
didate has a monopoly on devotion to 
peace. But we do believe, comparing 
the two candidates, the scales are heav- 
ily weighted for President Eisenhower 
almost beyond debate and cavil.

Air Force Preparing for Short 
Nuclear War; Army, Navy Still 
Stick to World War II as Guide 


Goals Nearly Reached in Industrial 
Mobilization Speeded by Tax-Amorti- 
zation—New Incentive Program May 
Be Required to Meet Changed Needs.

_N THE six years since the five-yéar tax amortization program 
| was enacted by the Congress in September 1950, to provide 
an incentive to industries required in defense to build up an 
industrial mobilization base for war, 21,523 certificates have been 
issued for rapid tax amortization for industrial expansion amount- 


ing to $36,738,708,000, 


Of this total expenditure 61 per cent, or $22,256,195,000, 
was granted rapid tax amortization. The Treasury estimates this 
will result in a reduction of $800,000,000 in tax collections this 


year. 

‘There have been 228 expan- 
sion goals in industry and for 
special equipment. All but 23 
of these have been filled and 


most of the 23 are for obvious 
needs such as aluminum aircraft 
forgings, titanium facilities, 
manganese, chromite, mercury 
and nickel. 


The expansion goals are con- 
stantly re-examined to make 
certain that changes in defense 
requirements -have not made 
them obsolete. It might be 
noted, however, that steam 
boilers and steam turbines, re- 
quested by the Navy on the 
initial list, are still among the 
unfilled expansion goals. 


This would seem to indicate 
that. the Navy is planning to 
initiate a ‘vast naval building 
program in case of war, as they 
were forced to do in World 
War II, and that the Navy has 
not accepted the thesis of a 
short war. 


Change in Thinking. 

The strategic plans of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff which are 
the basis of the industrial mo- 
bilization program were devel- 
oped in accordance with World 
War II experience. The as- 
sumptions were that another 
war would be long and that the 
United States would be safe 
from attack. 

Since then most of the plan- 
ners have come around to ac- 
cepting the thesis that an all- 
out nuclear war will be shor® 
and that the United States is 
subject to attack. 

The tax amortization program 
and the base for industrial mo- 
bilization have not been modi- 
fied to accord with the change 
in the nature of war. It has, 
for the last two or three years, 
been a preparation for the last 
war—military men must look 
backward for lessofs from ex- 
perience, but often fail to look | 
forward—instead of the next. 

The Air Force alone among 
the three services has accepted | 
the short war thesis completely | 
in its war plans and industrial 
mobilization plans. Dec, 18, 
1955, it announced the new | 
“production compression con- | 
cept” and “production accelera- | 
tion concept” as distinguished | 
from traditional concept of a | 
prolonged industrial build-up 
after war starts. 
Meaning of Terms. | 

The production compression 
concept is devised to insure the |

Whole Basis Obsolete. 

There have been changes in 
strategic plans and the expan- 
sifn goals have been re-exam- 
fned to accord to these changes, 
but, in general, it can be said 
hat for the last two or three 
years. the whole basis for the 
mobilization base and the tax 
amortization program to imple- 


ment it have been obsolete. 
If the Air Force is wrong, it | 
should not have been allowed to |

If the Army and Navy are 
wrong, they should have been 
required to start looking for- 
ward instead of backward. They 
can partly justify their posi- 
tion by the element of uncer- 
tainty in all human prevision. 
The tax amortization program 
provides for depreciation over a 
period of five years, instead of 
the normal 15 or 20, for tax pur- 
poses of a new facility erected 
to meet the expansion goals 
based on JCS planning. In ef- 
fect, it gives the industry an 
interest-free loan by allowing it 
to keep all its profits up to 20 


' 


making available short-term fi- 
nancing for expansion from 
banks and other institutions 
that could not be obtained by 
the sale of bonds and other 
financing for long-term loans. 

The Treasury estimates. that 
the tax loss from the program 
reached its peak in 1955 at 
about $900,000,000 and that the 
tax loss in 1956 will be about 
$800,000,000. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey does not 
like the use of tax favors for 
this purpose. He called it an 
“artificial stimulus of a danger- 
ous type.” He believes that if 
a stimulus is required, it should 
be direct and that the necessary 
appropriations or loan authori- 
zations should be provided by 
the Congress. 

Under the very able and non- 
secret operation of Director of 
Defense Mobilization Arthur S. 
Flemming, the tax-amortization 
program has been held strictly 
to its legal purpose. The alumi- 
num expansion goal, for exam- 
ple, was 1,740,000 tons. The de- 
mand for aluminum for civil 
needs rapidly outran this goal 
and when it was completed 
about two years ago the indus- 
try attempted to have the goals 
made larger, This was refused, 
but in spite of the refusal, the 
aluminum industry has expand- 
ed without the aid of tax amor- 
tization to about 2,400,000 tons 
annually. 

Steel Seeks Expansion. 

Another test will come when 
the steel industry’s request that 
steel expansion goals, which 
have been completed, be ex- 
panded to allow rapid tax 
amortization on an additional 
investment in steel manufactur- 
ing facilities of more than 
$1,400,000,000, Part of the jus- 
tification was the need for steel 
for the road-building program. 

This does not meet the cri- 
teria of ODM. The decision has 
been passed up to the Cabinet 
and is expected to be made 
after Defense Department stud- 
ies by next Jan. 15, after the 
election. 

Since the Secretary of the 
Treasury does not approve the 
use of the tax amortization, 
it is likely the request will be 
denied. In view of the increas- 
ing acceptance of the short-war 
theory, it is difficult to see how 
the JCS plans can be used to 
increase the steel expansion 
goal. 


There has been great pres- 
sure from important segments 
of business to enlarge the ODM 
expansion goals, but ODM has 
resolutely stuck to its congres- 
sional mandate to limit these 
goals strictly to direct defense 
requirements. 


The operation has been con- 
ducted in a goldfish bowl, with 
no use of secrecy to hide de- 
cisions. Congressional investi- 
gators have found nothing to 
criticize in the operation. The 
main criticism that can be di- 
rected at the program is that 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff have 
been unduly slow in modifying 
their plans to meet the reali- 
ties of a future war. 

New Demands Likely. 

When the JCS finally change 
their strategic plans, a new set 
of demands may arise. Al- 
though there has been some em- 
phasis on dispersion of essential 
industry to keep the armed 
forces’ industrial base going in 
case of attack on the United 
States, it has not been ‘nearly 
so great as is now envisaged. 

Unquestionably it will be 
necessary to provide some sort 
of incentive to force dispersion, 
since often the new factories 
will not be in the most eco- 
nomic areas for production. 

Another problem to which 
no consideration has been given 
is the provision of dispersed 
facilities and transportation to 
keep the civil life of the nation 
functioning. It is easy to 
imagine a situation, due to de- 
struction of transportation fa- 
cilities, power plants and in- 
dustry, where great areas of 
the United States might be- 
come isolated, face starvation 
and be without fuel and power. 

So the slow motion in the 
Pentagon, while continuing a 
program made obsolete by the 
revolution in weapons and war, 
has at the same time failed to 
plan for basic survival needs for 
the civil population in all-out 
war. 

Although the originally 
planned mobilization base has 
been essentially completed, the 
changed requirements of war 
may demand that the incentive 
of rapid tax amortization be 
continued to insure national

Regards Himself as ‘a Guy Who Is Open-Minded’

ILLIAM JOSEPH 
We sxaynan JR., who 

will be sworn in Tues- 
day as the newest and 
youngest Justice of the 
United States Supreme 
Court, sees himself coming 
to this highest bench as ‘‘a 
guy who is open-minded.’’ 
All his life he has tried to 
avoid serious controversy. 
Often his views were con- 
sidered liberal, but he has 
preferred to advance them 


more by, salesmanship than 


by forceful insistence. 


To Do ‘Conscientious Best.’ 

“I am deeply concerned,” he 
said, “about my own capacities 
to make a contribution toward 
the solution of some tremendous 
problems which face this nation. 
I am determined to do my con- 
scientious best on every one 
of those problems which may 
come before me on the Supreme 
Court. 

“I believe that the United 
States Supreme Court is the 
very keystone of our American 
system. By this I do not mean 
to minimize the importance of 
the other two branches of the 
Government, the legislative and 
the administrative, but the 
Supreme Court affects almost 
everything. I am greatly mind- 
ful of the importance of pre- 
serving the respect in which 
the court is held by the Amer- 
ican people.” 

This. statement, in quiet, 
somewhat intense tones, came 
at the end of an hour and a 
half of conversation in the 
vacant and darkened lobby of 
a residence hotel in Washing- 
ton. The day before Brennan 
had attended the White House 
reception for members of the 
Supreme Court, sitting in in- 
timate privacy with the Presi- 
dent who appointed him and 
the eight justices with whom 
he will serve. 

Father Once a Day Laborer. 

Obviously, Brennan was aware 
that something had happened 
to him, the son of Irish im- 
migrants. His father, a day 
laborer who rose high in the 
political life of Newark, N. J., 
was the subject which Brennan 
chose for a beginning. He 
pointed out that his father had 
a “no formal education at 
a Pog 

“His achievements, relative- 
ly, were much greater than 
mine,” Brennan said. His fa- 
ther had become director of 
Newark’s police and fire depart- 
ment and a nfember of the gov- 
erning body of that city. The 
father died when the Justice- 
designate was still in law 
school. 

“I wish he could have lived 
to see me become a lawyer,” 
Brennan said, leaving unspoken 
the wish that his father also 
could have lived to see the son 
on the United States Supreme 
Court. 

Brennan's mother, now 78 
years old, still lives at East 
Orange, N.J. She was not sur- 
prised when President Eisen- 
hower chose her son for the 
Supreme Court. 

“If the President named 
him,” she told reporters, “‘it’s 
because he thinks Bill is the 
best man available for the 
job.” 

One of Eight Children. 

Bill is the second of her 
eight children, He is below av- 
erage height, reasonably slen- 
der. His dark hair is thinning 
and graying, as befits a man of 
middle age—he is 50 years old 
—who expects to become a 
grandfather within the next few 
months. He dresses conserva- 
tively, running to plain, dark 
colors. As he talks, he smokes 
cigarettes, handled with slight- 
ly nervous fingers. 

What you notice are his in- 
telligent blue eyes, his charm- 
ing, dimpled smile contrasting 
with a thin, extremely firm, 
even hard mouth.

“A HIS volume meets a great 
T need because it will en- 
able the curious—whose 
number is legion—to satisfy 
their curiosity regarding the 
exact nature and significance 
of the Dead Sea Scrolls. But 
it will not satisfy—it will only 


disappoint—those who were 
hoping for or expecting some 
really sensational assessment 
of their value. There is no 


confirmation here, only fiat 
refuting, of the idea that the 
Scrolls reveal to us a long 
lost forerunner of Christian- 
ity, and perhaps even an an- 
ticipation of Jesus himself. 

Since Dr. Gaster is one of 
the world’s most eminent He- 
braists and a recognized ex- 
pert on the period during 

which the scrolls were writ- 
 ten— he is now Visiting Pro- 
' fessor of History of Religions 
at Columbia University and 
Professor of Comparative Re- 
ligion at the Dropsie College 
in Philadelphia (center of He- 
brew studies in America)— 
this work may be considered 
as authoritative as anything 
yet published. 

Dr. Gaster gives those look- 
{ing for the sensational no 
comfort at all. The Scrip- 
tures, he says, are the litera- 
ture of an ascetic, “protest- 
ant” or “puritan,” Jewish 
community that lived in the 
Desert of Judah, on the west- 
ern shore of the Dead Sea, at 
the time that John the Bap 
tist came to “bear witness to 
the light.” “They recover for 
us what may best be de- 
scribed as the backdrop of 
the stage on which the first 
act of the Christian drama 
was performed.”

Its mem- 
bers considered themselves 
especially enlightened, and 
they were in revolt against 
the doctrinal degeneration 
and material venality of the 
established “church.” 

The Scrolls do furnish us 
with a picture of the religious 
and cultural climate in which 
John the Baptist conducted 
his mission and in which 
Jesus was initially reared. 
They give the idiom in which 
both spoke. But, says this 
scholar with great positive- 
ness, they are no more than 
the rude clay unmolded by 
Christian hands, “There is 
in them no trace of any of the 
cardinal theological concepts 
—the incarnate Godhead, 
Original Sin, redemption 
through the Cross, and the 
like—which make Christian- 
ity a distinctive faith.”

James. He also finds affinities 
between the organization of 
the community and that of 
the primitive church.

Only the scrolls that have 
been sufficiently well pre- 
served to make connected 
sense have been included, and 
no translation is included of 
the Dead Sea Scroll of Isaiah, 
or of the other more frag- 
mentary Biblical Mss.

The story itself is a ram- 
bling one. Jonathan Lacey, 
a young Tidewater Virginian 
with an aristocratic family 
but little money, chose the 
Ohio slope of the Alleghenies 
to establish his home, his for- 
tune, and his citizenship. 
Beset by the wilderness, ren- 
egades, political neglect at 
home, and Indians, he never- 
theless achieved his _ goal, 
though at considerable cost 
in comfort and culture. 

More important than the 
plot is the author’s careful 
searching out of the ante- 
cedent paths that led to Beu- 
lah Land. The group of peo- 
ple who accompanied Jona- 
than included a tart from 
London’s streets by way of 
Braddock’s defeat; a disowned 
Oxford scholar; an impecuni- 
ous and rather scatterbrained 
Virginia belle; an illiterate 
religious fanatic; a German 
family working out their bond- 
slavery; a couple of Negro 
slaves; an Indian chief; as- 
sorted children of all of these. 

By knotting together these 
lives in Jonathan’s Beulah 
Land, Miss Settle demon- 
strates the conglomerate 
bloodlines and motives that 
made up America’s first west- 
ward movement. Bu: in mak- 
ing this demonstration the 
organizing plan of her book, 
she sacrifices movement and 
sweep, exchanges epic for 
sociological qualities. She 
writes, however, with a poet's 
attention to picture and 
rhythm, to impression and 
mood. Though one oceasion- 
ally wishes for prosaic narra- 
tive clarity, on the whole the 
method is effective.

HE late Jesse Holman 
T sones the big man from 
Texas, was a powerful 
figure in Washington for 
more than 13 years, from the 
time that Herbert Hoover, 
during the last part of his 
distressed administration, 
called upon him to set the 
Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration to rolling. He wield- 
ed tremendous power and 
moved upon a mighty stage. 
Although there are, and 
long have been, diverse opin- 
ions about Mr. Jones, there 
seems to be no doubt that 
his financial acumen amount- 
ed almost to genius and that 
he was an administrator of 
the first rank. He was also 
a first-rate amateur politi- 
cian, and knew how to get 
along with Congress on one 
hand and (most of the time) 
with Franklin D. Roosevelt 
on the other. 


A few years before his 
death Mr. Jones, with the 
able assistance of Ed Angly, 
wrote the full story of the 
Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration in an absorbing book 
entitled’ “Fifty Billion Dol- 
lars.” Although this book told 
in great ‘detail the history of 
the Washington years, it was 
by no means an autobiogra- 
phy. Now comes Bascom 
Timmons, veteran Washing- 
ton newspaper correspondent 
whose acquaintance with Mr. 
Jones goes back to 1917, to 
do the full dress biographical 
job. 


Mr. Timmons draws heavily 


_ upon “Fifty Billion Dollars” 


but he also has had access 
to many important memo- 
randa and letters. The sister 
of Mr. Jones, Mr. Dan Gar- 
rett, also has provided him 
with much family  back- 
ground. 


No one is going to rate 
Mr. Timmons as one of the 
world’s great biographers, or 
as a delicate literary crafts- 
man, but at the same time 
this is quite a book—a whale 
of a story and an important 


chapter in the history of our.

German Writer Who Hates War

N 1938 Heinrich Boll was 

drafted into the German 

infantry for the duration. 
During his service on various 
fronts from Cape Gris Nez to 
the Crimea he was wounded 
four times. He also had a 
few months as a prisoner of 
war in eastern France. Of 
these years he wrote: “An 
initial apathy, which had been 
injected into me at home, 
deepened into solid convic- 
tion, founded on reflection 
and observation. There is 
nothing more senseless, more 
boring, than the army. Even 
the war—although I experi- 
enced it with enough interest 
—seemed to me but the tre- 
mendous machinery of bore- 
dom, horrible boredom.” 

A kind of counter-Heming- 
way movement all by himself, 
Boll finds nothing either en- 
nobling or valiant in the 
shambles. Faith, hope, and 
charity give way. His char- 

, from the General all 

e way down into the mud 
to the buck private, are alike 
victims for whom everything 
is lost. 

His deepest irony is found 
in “Adam Where Art Thou?” 
in which a soldier named 
Feinhals is a unifying device 
rather than ero. The book 
is a series of vignettes, each 
built around a different char- 
acter: an army doctor, a law- 
yer, a Jewish-Catholic girl, 
the commandant of a concen- 
tration camp, and so on. The 
scenes are unified in’ being 
incidents of the German 
army's rapidly disintegrating 


efforts to stem the Russians - 


as they crunched into Ger- 
many in 1944. Everything is 
confusion, anger, blood, 
cruelty, futility, and despair— 
a kind of filthy river of hu- 
man bodies, and parts of 
bodies, flowing into oblivion. 

Out of this river’ occasion- 
ally appears the arm or head 
of Feinhals, the buck private, 
ordered to carry somebody he 
doesn’t know, shoot at some- 
body he can’t see, go some- 


where for reasons never clear, 
or wait, he doesn't know why. 
Feinhals knows two things; 
he must keep his head down, 
volunteer. And so 


so highly charged with mean- 
ing that they are almost 
poetry. In one, a bridge is 
needlessly destroyed and the 
whole economy of a tiny com- 
munity is overturned. Later, 
soldiers and engineers come 
in to rebuild the bridge. They 
completely disrupt the pain- 
fully readjusted life plan 
among the little group of 
houses on the bank. Again 
the people try to readjust, to 
make enough sense out of 
things to give them a reason 
for living. Several hours after 
the bridge is completed the 
guard notes enemy activity on 
the far side. The engineers 
and soldiers dynamite the 
bridge and roar away. 

In another scene a van 
loaded with living and dead 
Jews is driven into a concen- 
tration camp ruled by a mad- 
man whose one interest in 
life is choral music, By care- 
ful selection he has de- 
veloped a magnificent chorus 
of guards and Jews saved 
from the gas chamber by their 
voices. The climax of this 
incident is one of the most 
dreadful in modern literature. 
Psychologists might find mat- 
ter for pondering in a Ger- 
man novelist’s picturing such 
a camp commandant as in- 
sane, individually and spe- 
cifically insane, that is, rather 
than as a member of a large, 
highly efficient military 
group methodically organized 
on a national scale for the 
purpose it served—mass mur- 
der.

HE second novel, shorter 
T than the first, is less In- 
_® teresting in form 
content. Andreas, a young 
German soldier is shown re- 
turning to his unit on the 
eastern front after a short 
leave in Paris. Even before 
boarding the train he has a 
premonition that he will soon 


and 


die. As the train crawls along 
or waits for hours on sidings 
the conviction becomes an ob- 
session. He picks up two 
companions both of whom 
are, in their own ways, war 
casualties. Together the three 
morosely squander the money 
one of them had been saving 
for an unfaithful wife. 

The second half of the book 
is set in a house of prostitu- 
tion where Andreas meets the 
inevitable noble prostitute. 
(Just once in a war book, for 
variety, this reviewer would 
like to find a prostitute pic- 
tured, bowever inaccurately, 
as a no-good, over-sexed, 
drunken tramp.) Andreas and 
the prostitute plan to escape 
war life and hide out in the 
Carpathian mountains but 
they have scarcely started 
when death catches them at 
the appointed time. Although 
beautifully written and trans- 
lated the book is depressing 
in its unrelieved fatalism and 
over-familiar story. 

The author, son of the 
sculptor, Victor Boll, is not 
yet 40 and has already won 
three major literary prizes in 
Germany. His future work 
should be decidedly worth 
watching, particularly where 
he has freedom for the ex- 
pression of ideas and attitudes 
that are not frozen in the iron 
despair which any thought of 
war holds for him.

Streak; Faurot Uses |™

COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 13—Missouri fooled North Dakota 
State considerably more than the football faithful today. The 
émallest Memorial Stadium crowd in years saw the Tigers roll 


up their largest score in several seasons, 42 to 0. 


Even though Don Faurot used 
his first team barely a quarter 
‘all told and di into his re- 
serves to hold the «ye 
downs, the Black and Gold of 
the State U. left the outmanned, 
avermatched Bisons black and 
blue with their heaviest scoring 
since the 1948 squad crushéd 
both Kansas State and Iowa 
State by 49-7 and St. Louis Uni- 
versity, 60 to 7. 

The sons of Ol’ Mizzou, Tfre- 
quently up against heavy odds 
themselves, snapped a six-game 
losing streak that reached back 
into early last November as 
they sent six players surging 
into the end zone, including the 
talented Webster Groves trio— 
Charley James, Hank Kuhl- 
mann and Glen St. Pierre—and 
another St. Louis-area sopho- 
more, Beaumont’s Fred Henger. 

Since the Tigers’ only 1955 
victory was achieved out in the 
moyntains of Colorado, this af- 
ternoon’s triumph was the first 
for many kids on the Columbia 
campus—and maybe others in 
the slender 12,500 crowd, too— 
because M. U.’s last previous 
triumph here had been the Kan- 
sas windup. two years ago. 

Empties the Bench. 

In this modern version of 
an old-fashioned breather — he 
hadn’t scheduled one for 20 
years*—Faurot played No 1 


quarterback Jimmy Hunter only | Passes 


11 minutes of the first half and 
didn’t use ailing fullback Gene 
Roll at all. The veteran Mizzou 
coach dug into his fifth-team 
backfield and his fourth-unit 
line to contain his eager forces, 
and at oné time even threw out 
into the turf a kicking tee as 
instructions to try a second- 
down field goal from too far 
out. 

Except for injured. players, 
the only suited-up varsity men 
who didn't play, sophomore 
ends Dale Pidcock and Karl 
Kramer of, St. Louis, were with- 
held because of an apparent de- 
sire to preserve their. athletic 
eligibility in a year when they 
probably wouldn’t see much 
action with the Big Seven Con- 
ference race—and the pursuit 
of the Orange Bowl bid—begin- 
ning next week at Kansas State. 

The 45 players Missouri em- 
ployed ground out 373 yards 
rushing and passed for 94, lim- 
iting North Dakota State to a 
combined 69. Joe Wynn, Mizzou 
fullback who hadn’t played pre- 
viously this season because of 
an ankle injury, was the leading 
Tiger ball carrier with 69 yards 
in seven tries. 

From the opening kickoff 
Missouri drove 63 yards to a 
touchdown in seven plays. With 
Hunter bootlegging around end 
for nine yards and Kuhimann 
taking a pitchout 21 yards, the 
basic. ground assault required 
only two passes. After a_ 15- 
yard violation, Hunter hit Kuhl- 
mann for 21 yards, then pitched 
to the husky sophomore ‘half- 
back over the middle for the 
last 15. Charley Rash converted. 
It was his first of three and be- 
gan a string of six consecutive 
place-kicks for the Tigers. 
Johnny Stout added two and 
Kuhlmann one during the easy 
afternoon’s workout. 

Henger Goes Over. 

The Tiger second team was 
on duty when Don Backley, 
North Dakota State quarterback, 
fumbled and Clayton’s Carl Os- 
terloh recovered for the Tigers 
on the Bison 23, midway 
through the first period. This 
time six running plays turned 
the trick under the directions 
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Yards penalized — — 123 55 


of ‘Ken (Stub) Clemensen, new 
quarterback of the second unit, 
and Henger used a good block 
by Wynn to speed the last yard 
wide when the visitors’ defense 
was jammed up in the middle. 
Clemensen, getting his first 
varsity competition, played 32 
minutes, which was more than 
any other Tiger, as Faurot at- 
tempted to give him seasoning 
in college play for the league 
season just ahead.

The Korean armistice actually 
died three months ago when the 
Neutral Nations Supervisory 
Commission, which had been 
set up to police the terms of | 
the armistice, was expelled 
from South Korea. 
South Korea never signed the 
armistice and is not legally 
bound by its terms. But as long

“Taking the salt out of ocean 
water is no problem,” explained 
Prof. Everett Howe of the Uni- 
versity of California. 

“What we're looking for is a 
way of making salt water fresh 
cheaply enough so that the 
farmer can buy it for large- 
scale irrigation.” 

Howe has been experiment- 
ing with various distilling 
methods since 1952. When he 
started, the cost for distilling 
water was a prohibliive $475 
per acre-foot. Today, it’s a lit- 
tle more than $100, or about 30 
cents for 1000 gallons. 

Our goal is $40 an acre-foot,” 
Howe said, “but first we have 
to have a full plant in opera- 
tion for several years to work 
out practical problems of cost- 
cutting.”

Trees Are Beginning 


To Turn in Ozarks 


By Leonard Hall 


T SEEMS possible that some of the most spectacular color 

will be missing from parts of the Ozarks this year because 

of the drouth. Here in Iron county, which has been short 
of rain since June, we note that the hickory trees, instead 
of taking on their usual 
brilliant yellow hues, are 
turning brown and losing 
their leaves. This color lasts 
only a few days at best, 
but the hickory seems es- 
pecially susceptible to dry 
weather. Even the sugar 
maples are drying out and 
losing their leaves early, 
and on the granite slopes 
of our St. Francois hills 
there are broad black bands 
where countless trees are 
dead or dying. 

This is not true of the 
whole Ozark area, of course, 
for there are many places 
where local rains have 
helped out considerably. 
And we find that condi- 
tions are much better in 
the large timber tracts which make up the units of the 
National Forest. These lands have been protected against 
forest fire and the worst of the grazing pressure for almost 
20 years, with results which show plainly. The deep layer 
of litter which has accumulated on the forest floor takes up 
ail the rain that falls, allowing the water to seep down into 
the lower soil layers. Thus the water-table has been re- 
established and maintained in these areas and the difference 
in the condition of the forest is plain to even the inexperi- 
enced eye. You can drive the Ozark highways in a dry year 
and say with considerable certainty whether or not you are 
driving through National Forest or timber lands which are 
privately owned.

There is a difference, too, in the time when the 
leaves start turning. Recently we were invited to 
spend an evening over on the Courtois and drove 
west from Potosi across Highway 8 and then several 
miles back through the timber along a Forest Serv- 
ice truck trail to the lodge where we were to stay. 
This was more than two weeks ago, yet we found 
the sumac, dogwood and sassafras had all turned 
and that even some of the maples, gum trees and 
oaks were starting to show color.

@ INCIDENTALLY, a delightful one-day autumn drive 
from St. Louis can be made by taking Highway 21 south to 
Potosi, with a stop at Washington State Park just north of 
Old Mines. From Potosi you have a choice of Highway 8 to 
Steelville or 114 to Meramec State Park and Sullivan; then 
back to St. Louis via 66 and 30 which has its terminus at 
St. Clair. It’s best on this trip to carry your lunch, for 
there are plenty of beautiful places to picnic along the way. 
The color should be at its peak in this area during the next 
week or two. And if you enjoy the back roads, you can start 
out from Potosi on 114, turn left on the gravel road a couple 
of miles out and follow this to Forche au Renault, where 
you take the Forest Service road past Floyd Lookout Tower. 
This will eventually, if you manage not to get lost, bring 
you back onto Highway 8 near Berryman on the Courtois.

Farther south in the Ozarks, the leaves have 
hardly started to turn. Business took us down that 
way last week into Ripley and Carter counties. At 
Doniphan we had a pleasant visit—in fact, a regu- 
lar reunion—with T. L. and Joe Wright and Jerome 
Burford and their wives and Bill Wright. After 
making plans for the deer-hunting season, Ginnie 
and I headed out for the Wright-Burford camp at 
Gooseneck on Current river. Our route lay west on 
Highway 160 te J which turns north through the 
National Forest and some of the best pine and scar- 
let oak timber in Missouri. After several miles on 
this road we took the Forest Service road that leads 
back eastward to the river.

@ THIS WAS A BEAUTIFUL DRIVE in the waning after- 
noon. There had been a hard shower earlier in the day so 
that the gravel wasn't dusty. There are only a few scattered 


farms in the valleys and hardly a car in a dozen miles. Here 
we found little color; only the first of the sumacs turned 
scarlet and the sassafras and dogwood just starting. The 
gum trees showed an occasional red leaf, but we’d estimate 
that it will be perhaps a week before this part of the Ozarks 
puts on its autumn display. Just before dusk we reached the 
cabin at Gooseneck, a place as isolated as though we were 
in a different world. I built a big fire in the fireplace, for 
the evening chill was coming up, then hurried down to the 
river to set the minnow trap S0 that we might cast a line 
out into the deep water in front of camp on the chance of 


catching a walleye. 

We spent the following day and night on the river, then 
came back home to Possum Trot by way of Van Buren. An 
as always, we decided that this country of the eastern Ozarks 
is our favorite part of Missouri. Moreover, there's no more 
beautiful time of year to visit the big springs, and if we 
were suggesting a trip of two or three days it would vary 
not at ell from recomunendatios we have made in the past. 
With headquarters at Van Buren or perhaps Eminence, we'd 
make the’circle which takes in Blue Spring, Alley on Jacks 
Fork, Big Spring at Van Buren, Greer on the Eleven Points 
and then, if we had time, Round Spring on Highway 19 
north of Eminence and Montauk which is on the head of 
Current river, southwest of Salem. 

There are good accommodations in this whole area and 
good places to eat, although we always like to carry picnic 
equipment and food for the noonday meal, since this leaves 
us free for the entire day, From our observations last week,

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Israel Has Found Mary Franc

To the. people who know 
Mary Frances, this is nothing 
short of incredible. Not that 
she got herself arrested as a 
spy. That's just like Mary Fran- 
ces, they will tell you. But that 
she actually was 8 spy, that's 
what they find hard to believe. 

To be sure, people and rela- 
tives here in her home town 
will tell you, Mary Frances al- 
ways was a starry-eyed idealist. 
She was also a rather formid- 
able do-gooder and some people 
even considered her a little ec- 
centric. 


Tn fact, she would often do 
things that made her girl friends 
in Huntington nervous. Like the 
time several of them were tak- 
ing a train trip to Charleston, 
and nothing would do but that 
Mary Frances had to make the 
Negro porter sit’ down with 
them and discuss desegregation. 
“She was always doing things 
like that,” one of her former 
schoolmates reported. 


But whether Mary Frances 


actually was spying for Syria 
in Israel is just one of a num- 
ber of questiong which have 
arisen about the soft-spoken, 
29-year-old woman since the 
news was received a week ago 
that she had been arrested by 
the Israeli government. 

For instance, there is the 
question of whether she was 
actually married to Galeb Kay- 
ali, a senior foreign ministry 
official of Syria, whom she 
brought home to Huntington 
last year and introduced as her 
husband, but who, since Mary 
Frances was arrested, has de- 
nied they were ever married. 

Miss Hagan was arrested in 
Jerusalem on Aug. 27, after a 
nine-day tour of the country, 
posing as a tourist, and using 
the alias of Josephine Abusawar. 
She told Israeli officials she was 
gathering material for an article 
for the American Mercury. But 
inquiries at that magazine re- 
vealed that the editors had 
never heard of her.

ROM the time she was ar- 
F restea in Tel Aviv until her 

secret trial last week her 
identity had been concealed 
under the name of “Mrs. X.”, 
which would seem to surround 
Mary Frances with an air of 
mystery. But according to her 
uncle, Fred Burns, Mary Fran- 
ces was about as mysterious as 
a buzz bomb. Just the opposite, 
in fact. 

“She rushed in where angels 
fear to tread,” he says, “and I 
think that’s the source of the 
trouble. Mary Frances could 
no more be a Mata Hari than I 
could. She’s just not sharp 
enough.” 


Many people in Huntington 
remember Mary Frances, main- 
ly for the impact she made on 
the town as a sort of one-woman 
welfare department. They re- 
member the time, for instance, 
when she rescued an old man 
from the streets and put him in 
an old folks home. He was 
down and out, but he was a 
proud old man, and one resi- 
dent said it reminded him of 
the story about the Boy Scout 
who helped the old lady across 
the street and had a hard time 
doing it because the old lady 
‘didn’t want to go across the 
street, 


At any rate, the recipient of 
her concern wound up in the 
home where he later died. On 
that occasion Mary Frances went 
around to business houses in 
Huntington and collected 
enough to give him a fine fu- 
neral. 

“She was always doing things 
that — well, that no one else 
would do,” a friend recalled. 
“Like one night she was driving 
home late and she saw a drunk 
in the street. She stopped and 
helped him in the car, found 
out where he lived and took 
him home. Most women would 
have locked the car windows 
and stepped on the gas.”

HE next letter the Hagan

received a brief letter from the 
U. 8S. State Department. They 
were informed that “Miss Mary 
Frances Hagan has been de- 
tained in Israel on charges of 
violating the Israeli official se- 
crets act.” 

On Oct. 8, news of Miss 
Hagan’s arrest and trial leaked 
out. All that could be learned . 
was that she had been charged 
on two counts of spying for 
Syria, that she had been given 
a secret trial, and that sentence 
would be passed by Judge Ben- 
yamin Halevy on Oct. 11. On 
each count the maximum pen- 
alty is 14 years in prison, which 
meant that she could have been 
sentenced to 28 years in an 
Israeli prison, 

Later, more details of the al- 
leged spying and the arrest 
were obtained. Miss Hagan, it 
was learned, landed at Israel's 
Lydda airport, coming from 
Cyprus and Damascus, It can be 
présumed that Israeli security 
officers knew of her arrival, and 
observed her every move. 

She had made arrangements 
through Koppel Tour Agency 
for sightseeing in the upper 
and lower Galilee areas. Al- 
though she was using an as- 
sumed game, there seems little 


doubt that her identity was well 
known. 

Her passport listed her as a 
student, although she told im- 
migration officers she was 
there as a writer. According to 
Israeli officers, she visited Beit 
Safafa, a small Arab village 
south of Jewish Jerusalem, and 
sympathized publicly with -the 
plight of inhabitants separated 
by a barbed wire fence from 
relatives and friends in Jordan 
Jerusalem.

Drori sat down to talk with 
her in her Tel Aviv hotel just 
before she was scheduled to 
leave Israel. She explained, he 
said, that she was interested in 
the party’s attitude toward Near 
East problems, particularly to- 
ward Israel’s Arab minority. 

They had just started to talk 
when security men entered the 
hotel lobby and told her she 
was under arrest. 

Mary Frances pleaded inno- 
cent. But according to uncon- 
firmed Israeli newspaper 
charges, police found many 
notes in her luggage, including 
descriptions of certain basic in- 
dustrial plants and other similar 
incriminating evidence. 

One of the first questions 
arose was what connection her 
husband, Galeb Kayali, had with

T object millions of people buy or use every day. Ex- 
ample: The man who first thought of putting « crinkle 
in the old-fashioned wire hairpin—so it would stay in better 
—made a million dollars. 
“When you think of the 
hundreds of millions of hu- 
man beings who lived and 
died trying to have an 
original idea, it seems odd 
that none thought of im- 
proving the ordinary comb, 
isn’t it?” asked Eric L. H. 
Cosby.“But no one really 
had a new idea in combs 
for the last 6000 years.”

LL RIGHT, what is Madison Avenue? 
As a physical entity, Madison Avenue, New York, begins 
in the relatively sedate, faded elegance of Twenty-third 
street and, moving up, expires in the turbulence of north Man- 
hattan, at the Harlem river. But this is really begging the 
question, for Madison Avenue is better known as a symbol and 
state of mind, not a place. As such it has been kicked around in 
a spate of novels, plays and television works,» 


Now both major political par- 
ties are using advertising agen- 
cies in their television cam- 
paigns and Madison Avenue, it 
seems, has become a fighting 
phrase. People talk about it. No- 
body defines it. 


Thus, in our national ranks of 
symbols—like Wall Street for 
finance and Broadway for show 
business—Madison Avenue now 
stands as the capital of the 
highly competitive, frequently 
ulcerous multi-billion-dollar ad- 
vertising business. 

The advertising part of Mad- 
ison Avenue begins in the high 
thirties and ends in the low 
sixties, and in between spills 
over into other boulevards of 
commercial creation. But these 
are only the physical limits. 
The state of mind extends much 
farther. 


By almost common agreement 
among authors of the “hard, 
fast” novel, the Madison Ave- 
nue man is a hellow shell sur- 
rounded by fear, so siavishly 
devoted to uniformity he wears 
a uniform and talks a special, 
esoteric lingo understood only 
by other tribesmen. 

He is, in his fictional state, 
a man who lives high on the ex- 
pense account, uses and de- 
stroys women, subsists on a 
strict diet of martinis and tran- 
quilizing pills, develops ulcers, 
goes to a psychoanalyst, finds 
his “true self,” gives up the 
rat race and retires to a New 
England village to write the 
definitive novel about Madison 
Avenue. 


Much of this, as you might 
suspect, has been overdrawn. 


Before we go any further, it 
should be said that the adver- 
tising business can't possibly be 
as whacky as portrayed. It does 
handle billions of dollars worth 
of business. It does require its 
own brand of intelligence and 
imagination and responsibility. 
And it has become a pillar of 
the American economy, with- 
out which mass markets, mass 
production and mass consump- 
tion would be impossible. 

True, many men in advertis- 
ing agencies do cling to the 
Brooks Brothers sack suit as if 
it were a life preserver. But 
many others dare to wear pad- 
ding in their shoulders and ac- 
tually scorn the striped tie with- 
out being drummed out of the 
regiment.

There are account executives 
—the agency men who are a 
direct link between the agency 
and the client—whe dread the 
appearance of a new Broadway 
hit. One man already has seen 
“My Fair Lady” five times. In 
the course of entertaining out- 
of-town clients, he had to see 
“South Pacific” 15 times. 

There are men in the adver- 
tising business who make $25,- 
000 a year and are in hock. 
Why? For several reasons. One 
is that living up to the expense 
account can become personally 
expensive. 

The agency may pay the di- 


rect costs of taking a client and | 


his wife to dinner at “21,” to 
the theater and, later, night 
clubs. But there are hidden, 
out-of-pockét expenses. Since 
the client’s wife is present, the 
account executive takes his wife 
and she, of course, always needs 
clothes to match the occasion. 


“Status,” said a_ television 
executive who socializes with 
many agency people, “is im- 
portant.in the advertising busi- 
ness. Thus, you find men with 
big salaries buying even bigger 
houses in Fairfield county, 
Conn., or on the north shore of 
Long Island. Houses they can’t 
afford, where they entertain on 
a scale they can't afford, to 
keep up with the competition 
both outside and within their 
own agency. 

“You see, it’s a business where 
you have to work hard and play 
hard. You're always on the fir- 
ing line. You can't just relax 
and play golf with your wife; 
the competition may be out 
playing golf with your client.”

Clients spend billions on ad- 
vertising in newspapers, tele- 
vision, magazines and other 
media, and generally the agency 
handling them gets 15 per cent 
of every dollar spent. Thus one 
of the largest agencies will 
handle $200,000,000 worth of ad- 
vertising a year and earn a 
gross income of $30,000,000.

“Everybody has a whack at 
every phase of the show.

handle.” 

A big agency is made up of 
various levels. At the base, 
there are the “creative” people 
-—the copywriters, artists, TV 
and radio specialists. Over them 
is a creative head. Over the 
creative heads, there js an over- 
all director known sometimes as 
“the lord of creation.” 


There are the executives and 
the account men, frequently in- 
termingled. The incidence of 
vice presidents is high. A man 
sometimes is given the title in 
lieu of more salary. Or he may 
be made a V.P. to satisfy a 
client who refused to deal at 
any lower rank. Or he is given 
the title to hold on to him, be- 
cause he has the account in his 
pocket and just might wander 
off the reservation. 


At all levels, you hear about 
the perils of getting along with 
the client. 

An account executive dealing 
with a manufacturer was fre- 
quently awakened at 3.a.m. by 


the client's wife. She had 
various suggestions to make 
about their TV show. After 


considerable loss of sleep, the 
account man had his wife call 
the manufacturer with sugges- 
tions for running his factory. 
The account man is no longer in 
the advertising business.

OU also hear stories about 
Y citents who insist the ac- 

count executive fly out im- 
mediately to see him, say in 
Des Moines, on emergency busi- 
ness. The account man arrives 
breathless only to find the elient 
has forgotten the whole crisis 
and is out plaving golf. 


You hear about Vulgar, in- 
sensitive clients who on viewing 
months of work by artists and 
writers will dismiss the whole 
project with, “It stinks.” You 
hear about men within the same 
agency trying to steal each 
other’s accounts. 


You hear much, in the adver- 
tising business, about man’s in- 
humanity to man, but if given 
too much emphasis this can be 
unfair. 

Because you also hear, espe- 
cially in the larger . agencies, 
that the advertising business has 
matured, has grown more busi- 
ness dike. You are told that the 
clients have become more re- 


sponsible, that the days of 
eccentric, individual giants 
changing advertising agencies 


on a whim are passing. 

“After all,” said one account 
executive, “these are the days 
of management teams. The 
teams are only interested in 
what we can do for the product, 
not how we can satisfy their 
ego. On our side, the agency, 
too, is made up of teams—not 
single account executives with 
accounts in their hip pocket but 


account men and creative peo-’ 


ple and market research 


analysts.” 

But this same account execu- 
tive also said that the agency 
team has to come up with ideas 
before the management team 
does, that you “have to keep 
the client off balance before he 
gets you off balance.” 

And that's the way the cookie 
crumbles on Madison Avenue. 


ORE than 90 per cent of

Lipstick, in one form or an- 
other, has been considered an 
important beauty aid since 3500 
B.C. But how many women 
have actually learned the com- 
plete art of applying it?

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Architecture ls Designed to Recapture, in Modern 
: Manner, the Intimacy of the Little Red Schoolhouse 
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BAYLESS ELEMENTARY

S NEW SCHOOLS GO UP in record numbers in the St. Louis area, 

the warm, friendly spirit of the little red schoolhouse is making 

a comeback. The new buildings generally reflect efforts to get 

away from the institutional feeling often imparted by the monumental 
school structures that were in vogue before World War II. 

The methods by which school districts achieve the break away 
from the institutional concept are varied. Some systems are adopting 
the campus plan of several relatively small units for their new schools. 

cts using single structures are, in many cases, building them low 
and rambling — to spread pupils out rather than stack them up. Even 
where —for site limitations or other considerations — buildings are 
compressed and massive, attempts have been made by use of color, 
furnishings and lighting. to create the feeling of the little old school 
on the hill. 

Advocates of the campus arrangement say it fosters a closer and 
more sonal relationship among teachers and pupils than does a 
large building. At the same time, the plan retains the diversity of 
subjects and facilities that only a big school can offer. 

Another advantage, proponents say, is that completed units can 
be used while others are under construction, an important consider- 
ation in districts with rapidly expanding enrollments. There is a 
financial benefit for districts that are pressed for building funds. In- 
stead of having to wait for a huge sum to become available, as in the 


case of one large building, a district can proceed with the various units 
as smaller amounts are in hand. Riverview Gardens opened the first 
building of a 10- part high school this fall. It cost $365,000. The entire 

oject, costing $3,000,000, will not be completed until 1960. The 
argest expenditure in any one year will be t $800,000. 

The campus arrangement is not being limited to high schools. 
Brentwood is building a campus-style elementary school, and the 
Parkway Consolidated School District will use the plan in its new 
junior high school on Woods Mill road, just north of Ladue road. 

As another means of avoiding drawbacks of a large school, some 
districts are sapien separate buildings for pupils in the lower ele- 
mentary grades. Ten eight-room primary buildings, for kindergarten 
through third grade, are included in the current $9,700,000 construction 
program of the St. Louis public schools. 

Shown on this and the opposite page are some of the new schools 
and additions opened this fall in St. Louis and St. Louis penny | 

Despite the heavy volume of school construction, some districts 
still are short of classrooms. Moreover, in the county, enrollment 
continues to soar. Public school registration there totaled over 91,000 
this fall and is expected to exceed 120,000—da one-third gain — by 
1960. The city system is confronted with the problem of population 
shifts, causing crowding in some sections, and with growing obsoles- 
cence of buildings. Many are more than 50 years old.

MODEL TROLLEY SYSTEM 


St. Lovisan Makes His Own Miniature Layout

S A MODEL RAILROADER, William Clouser allies himself 
more closely with streetcars and interurban trains than 
with other types of rail transportation. This places him in 

rather exclusive company for only about 12 per cent of the na- 
tion's model railroaders find the trolleys more fascinating than 
steam and diesel trains. Ranks of the so-called interurban fans 
are increasing, however, due in no small part to sentimental 
realization that streetcars and traction trains are gradually dis- 
appearing from the American scene.

As prize winner, Mrs. Temple (with a guest of 
her choice) will spend a gala week in Washington, 
D.C., this January. They'll stay at the world-famous 
Mayflower Hotel and attend the Presidential Inaugu- 
ration — including the Inaugural Ball andthe official 
ceremony itself. As guests of PARADE, they'll meet 
celebrities, visit famous shrines, dine in noted res- 
taurants. Meanwhile, Mrs. Temple will have the 
honor and delight of hearing her slogan used and 
quoted across the land. 

Mrs. Temple, who says this was her first contest 
(she read about it in the Knoxville News-Sentinel), 
is a lively, energetic grandmother who works as a 
receptionist for the Federal Housing Administration 
in the Knoxville area.

Who says Americans 


are generous?

About this time of year, church members all over the 
U.S. are being asked for their annual pledges and con- 
tributions. Teams of laymen visit each member and 
ask for his donation; experience has taught them not 
to be optimistic. Like the ushers who pass the collec- 
tion plate on Sunday, they have come to realize that 
Americans are not really generous. 

Folklore, of course, says otherwise: Americans are 
“soft touches,” always ready to help the worthy cause, 
the charity, and, of course, the church. But the wor- 
ried churchmen who brand this “pure myth” have 
Government statistics on their side. 

In 1930, a depression year, Americans gave 1.17 
per cent of their income to churches and related or- 
ganizations. In vastly more prosperous 1954, the last 
year for which figures have been compiled, they gave 
1.11 per cent — a fraction less than 25 years before. 

This is one reason, some church leaders told PARADE, 
why they doubt that a genuine “religious boom” exists. 
Supposedly millions of Americans are opening their 
hearts and minds to God daily; and as a people they 
have more money today than ever before in history. 

“The necessities require a smaller proportion of the 
family’s income,” one church leader comments, add- 
ing, “but the surplus money doesn’t turn up in the col- 
lection basket. It goes into cars and gadgets and lux- 
uries. No one seems to remember that the Bible says, 
‘Everyone to whom much is given, of him much will 
be required.” ” 

In actual dollars and cents, these authorities agree, 


contributions have increased. In 1954, total contri 


butions in 49 denominations came to $1,687,921,729, 


and final figures for 1955 may reach $2,000,000,000 
The 1954 total represents an increase of 9.3 per cent 
over 1953. But churchmen quickly add that it still 
breaks down to less than a dollar a week a member. 

What concerns them most, however, is not actual 
cash — although they agree that churches must be 
financially sound — but the attitudes involved. 

“Contributing money is the modern form of re- 

ligious sacrifice,” says Rev. T. K. Thompson, of the 
National Council of Churches of Christ in the U.S.A: 
“A man who claims to be religious but makes no con- 
tribution is not worthy of the name. Without a per- 
sonal commitment there is no religion. Without sacri- 
fice there is no religion. A person who appreciates 
the blessings of God willingly pledges a portion of 
them back to Him.” 

Quite a few churchgoers, of course, believe in the 
spiritual benefits of giving — at least theoretically. 
But they always have reasons, according to church 
leaders, why they can’t or won't contribute more. In 
the next few weeks, the authorities agree, church can- 
vassers will hear all the reasons. These are the three. 
experience has shown, that will crop up most often — 
and the churchmen’s answer to them: 

“I don't believe in missions. Let the people in other 
countries take care of themselves.” The church lead- 
ers reply: “Suppose this had always been the attitude 
of Christianity. It would still be a minor sect strug-

giing in the wilderness of Judea. Only through missions 
has religion been spread.” 

“] don't believe in pledges.” And the answer: “Why 
don’t these same people apply that reasoning to buy- 
ing a new car? With a toss of the pen, they will readily 
pledge three years of regular payments.” 

“1 won't pledge, but Fl give each time I come to 
church.” Says one canvasser, hardened by years of 
such excuses: “These people are as good as their word. 
They give a dollar cach time they come — which 
means every Easter and every Christmas.” 

Church leaders also strive to shake many of their 
members out of ruts — specifically, the dime rut and 
the quarter rut. These people, the authorities say, are 
ago, they dropped 25 cents in the plate each Sunday; 
they have contributed the same amount every Sunday 
since, never considering that a quarter then was a bit 
different from a quarter now. Two years ago, a sys- 
tematic study of church contributions in lowa found 
25 cents a week the most common donation, and noted 
that many contributors had been giving a quarter a 
week for 10 years or more. 

Dr. Thompson sees a note of hope here, however. 
Particularly among young married couples in sub- 
urban homes, the “peg” is a good deal higher. In some 
new churches, contributions are almost double the 
rate in older churches of the same size and income 
bracket. The most common “peg” is $1 a Sunday. 


What the Churches Need 


But even this amount, churchmen feel, is too little. 
Every day, they say, churches must let opportunities 
pass by because funds are short. Recently, Nepal was 
opened to missionaries for the first time. But Protestant 
mission boards had trouble raising funds for this chal- 
lenging new opportunity. 

And the churches point to equivalent needs at 
home: 5,000 new churches, at $100,000 apiece, are 
required. Educational facilities and programs should 
be expanded and modernized. And ministers’ salaries, 
in terms of purchasing power, actually have declined 
since 1939. 

Some church leaders do see a few bright spots. 
Many churches are again stressing the ancient prac- 
tice of tithing — returning one-tenth of one’s income 
to the church. They have recorded slow but measured 
success. | 
The smaller, so-called “tithing sects” have received 
as high as $200 a year a member. The Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S. (Southern) long has had good re- 
sponse to a strenuous tithing program. Recently, 
the Presbyterian Church, U.S.A., launched a “Fellow- 
ship of Tithing Churches” which laid heavy emphasis 
on the one-tenth rule. In 1954, the denomination’s 
contributions jumped 20 per cent, compared to 10 
per cent for other churches. 

The more optimistic church leaders consider this 
a trend; perhaps, they say, Americans are beginning 
to realize the spiritual benefits of donating. They 
point to the applause that arose when Roscoe Wright, 
a New York mail carrier, won $16,000 on TV's 
$64,000 Question and then gave much of it to his 
church. And they believe Americans have been im- 
pressed with the value of missions by reports from 
behind the Iron Curtain, which tell of Christians talk- 
ing back to Communist regimes. 

“But the benefits of contributing to aid God's work 
cannot be measured in terms of cold-war victories,” 
Dr. Thompson cautions. “They can be measured only 
in terms of the dimensions of each man’s soul.” &

LTHOUGH TECHNICALLY at peace in 

the vast and vital Pacific, Uncle 

Sam today speaks softly while his 

ships and planes carry a big stick: the 
atomic bomb. 

On patrol in the quiet waters and the 
lonesome skies, the U.S. Navy and Air 
Force are loaded for bear with a full ar- 
senal of atomic weapons. A-bombs are 
stacked high aboard aircraft carriers, at 
air bases and in secret stockpiles. Should 
the word “war” be whispered, it would 
require only a few seconds to arm them 
for action. Only the fissionable cores or 
“pills” need be screwed in place. 

Revealed to PARADE by intelligence 
agents here, America’s atomic alertness 


has been a noteworthy hush-hush fact o 
the cold war in the Far East. Knowing i 
cannot match Communist hordes man fot 
man, the U.S. in pinning its hopes on the 
threat of nuclear retaliation. And its force 

are ready to move at the first sign of at 
tack on the free world. 

Every military objective in the Far Eas 
has been listed as some Air Force pilot’ 
potential target. At least four planes aré 
assigned to each one. Some will be coverec 
by more. 

The atomic arsenal has been no secre 
to the Reds. Since Korea and Indochina 
in fact, intelligence sources credit it wit 
halting further aggression in the Pacific 
But this tremendous area — 100 millio 
square miles — still smolders. A year ago

this was the powder keg all the world 
watched fearfully. The Chinese Commu- 
nists, flushed with success in Korea and 
Indochina, were flexing their military 
muscles toward the Nationalist-held 
coastal islands of Quemoy and Matsu, po- 
tential stepping-stones to Formosa. 

Then the U.S. stepped in and called the 
Reds’ bluff. The invasion of the offshore 
islands never jelled. In place of build-up 
came stalemate. The world’s gaze shifted 
to other theaters of the cold war, and the 
Far East was elbowed off the front pages. 

But if U.S. atomic power has stemmed 


the Red tide, the struggle goes On — more . 


subtly. On one hand, American diplomats 
try to strengthen our bonds with our Asi- 
atic friends. On the other, Communists 


seek to infiltrate and subvert the Asian 
peoples. 

And no one knows when one too many 
bullets fired at an American plane (there 
have been 14 such incidents in the past 
six years) may trigger a nuclear war. No 
one knows when massed Red troops may 
surge into another free nation. No one 
knows when some country, bleeding in- 
ternally from Communist infiltration, may 
collapse. 

This part of the world — one-third of 
the earth’s surface —is speckled with 
danger spots, any of which might erupt at 
any time. Here ts a rundown on the worst 
of them, ranked by intelligence officers in 
the order of danger: 

Formosa: The Chinese Communists are

camped in force just across the straits, but 
intelligence reports they still don't have 
the 3-to-1 ratio needed for invasion. They 
have just completed nine jet airfields in 
this area, but so far not-a single jet has 
landed on them, to the amazement of in- 
telligence agents. Putting the fields in use 
would be a syre tip-off to a full-scale in- 
vasion, which could involve the U.S. 

Reds are stépping up their bombard- 
ment of Quemoy and Matsu. But intelli- 
gence officers do not predict an assault. 

Chiang Kai-shek has a tough, disciplined 
army and a small but potent air arm. U.S. 
airmen call the Nationalist Air Force bet- 
ter, man for man, than the Reds. But 
Chiang cannot invade the mainland with- 
out U.S. support.

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New crises face the free world 


in Burma, Laos 


Vietnam: Ho Chi Minh’s troops, poised 
on the border between the Red and free 
nations, far outnumber Premier Ngo Dinh 
Diem’s small but loyal-army. Russia and 
Red China are pouring supplies into the 
north; during the past few months, 54 
transports ferrying rice and petroleum 
were counted sailing into Haiphong. Al- 
though this might indicate an _ invasion, 
which might bring U.S. in on free Viet- 
nam’s side, intelligence agents expect Reds 
to rely more on subversion than warfare. 

Korea: The old wounds have not healed. 
In the north, the Reds have been building 
up their power, particularly in the air. In 
the south, our ally Syngman Rhee would 
like to goad the U.S. into war with Red 
China, so that he might march alongside 
us to victory. 

Burma: Chinese troops have strayed 
across the northern Burmese border, but 
it still is a border incident, not a full- 
fledged invasion. Former Premier U Nu 
is trying to settle his differences with Red 
China through Indian Prime Minister 
Nehru. 


Disaster on May Day? 


Singapore: Intelligence agents predict 
Britain’s last Far Eastern bastion may fall 
by next May Day. On that day the Reds, 
now almost a majority, are expected to 
stage a demonstration that will take over 
the city, perhaps permanently. The British 
plan to reinforce their troops for the 
emergency. 

Cambodia: Prince Norodom Sihanouk 
is drifting so far left that he may become 
a Red puppet. Recently, he visited Russia 
to sign trade agreements. But Cambodia 


and Singapore 


may be held for the free world by U.S. 
friends inside the Cambodian army. 

Laos: Still pro-American, but increas- 
ingly nervous over Reds who are infiltrat- 
ing the northern provinces. Communists 
have made economic overtures and Lao- 
tians have indicated some willingness to 
talk. ‘ 

Thailand: Although probably the most 
corrupt government in Southeast Asia, it 
is firmly pro-American, is probably the 
strongest free nation in the area. Ameri- 
cans helped build up the Thai military 
force, but diplomats wonder if the govern- 
ment can be trusted. 

Hong Kong: Valuable to both the U.S. 
and Red China as a transom through 
which illegal goods and agents pass 
through the Bamboo curtain, this British 
outpost is lightly held, could be easily 
overrun. 

Japan: The key to U.S. long-range de- 
fense plans, Japan is in no military danger. 
But plans for full rearmament received a 
setback recently in parliamentary elec- 
tions, as Liberal Democrats, pro-rearma- 
ment, lost ground to Socialists. Now our 
only apparent alternative is to defend 
Japan with U.S. forces. 

Other countries — Indonesia and the 
Philippines, for instance — also are some- 
what sensitive, although intelligence agents 
do not consider them threatened at this 
time. But to keep the area at peace — no 
matter how uneasy — and to see that the 
Red tide doés not roll forward again re- 
quires both the soft voice and the big 
stick. Hence the Seventh Fleet is on war- 
time alert, prepared to hit Red aggressors 
with atomic weapons.

around.” Yet patrolling must be done gin- 
gerly, in order not to precipitate war. 

The Seventh Fleet's 100 ships usually 
keep 500 miles off the China coast, never 
approach nearer than 200 miles. The only 
exception is Task Force 72, which covers 
the troubled Formosa Straits. Our planes 
have orders to keep at least 12 nautical 
miles from the China mainland. 

Stump has full authority in an emer- 
gency, such as an attack on the Philippines 
or Formosa, to throw his forces into ac- 
tion. This is another reason the Reds tread 
more lightly in the Pacific; they know the 
admiral is no pantywaist. When Indo- 
chinese Red guerrillas encircled Dienbien- 
phu, for example, it was Stump who asked 
permission to drop a few atomic bombs. 
He was finally overruled by President 
Eisenhower himself. 

And he does not scare easily. Recently, 
Ho Chi Minh moved his army from a de- 
fensive position two miles north of the 
17th parallel right down to the border. 
It looked as if invasion were imminent. 
But Stump correctly sized up the move as 
a “defensive deployment” to strengthen 
Red border positions. aie 

The Admiral also recognizes the power 
of the opposition: Red China has 2,500,- 


000 infantrymen, a force powerful enough 
to overrun any of our Asian allies. This 
mass army is battle-trained and Russian- 
equipped, supported by a modern jet Air 
Force and a small navy including 12 subs. 

The Reds are throwing up military for- 
tifications, building jet airfields and rush- 
ing industrial construction. Uncle Sam is 
able to keep a watchful eye on this build- 
up via Nationalist aerial photographic mis- 


And with them have come Soviet tech- 
to woo friends away from us. In such a 
situation, the diplomats and the military 
must work closely together. 

Admiral Stump is in constant cable 


contact with the State Department and 


the “country teams”—headed by the U. S. 
ambassador in each Far Eastern country. 
During a recent six-week period, he made 
nine trips to the Far East from his head- 
quarters here at Pearl Harbor. 

His men are commanded to be diplo- 
mats as well as soldiers. They have been 
told to mingle with Asians rather than 
congregate in American colonies, to make 
friends who will trust us. 

Military missions have been assigned to 
Korea, Formosa, Thailand, Cambodia, 
Vietnam and the Philippines to train na- 
tive troops. These men often encounter 
problems not found im military manuals. 
In Cambodia, they were asked to train an 
elephant brigade. In intrigue-filled Thai- 
land, they worked with a general who 
wore dark glasses with built-in mirrors. 
With them he could always see behind 
him and avoid, literally, being knifed in 
the back. , 

Another diplomatic-military role is to 
mediate family squabbles among our 
friends. The Philippines and South Korea, 
still nursing World War Il grudges, will 
not cooperate with Japan. England, which 
recognizes Red China, won't deal with 
Formosa. And only through U.S. inter- 
vention did Formosa and the Philippines 
call off a comic-opera sea battle over the 
pinpoint Spratly Islands, valuable only for 
seagull droppings used as fertilizer. 

For all its problems, military and dip- 
lomatic, the U.S. in the Far East is ready 
if war should come. There are bombs and

HELP people

RICHFIELD, MINN. 
In a storm here one night a car carry- 
ing two women skidded into a snow- 
filled ditch. They tried their best to get 
back on the road, finally gave up and 
departed. Returning hours later, they 
found the car had been dug out and 
pulled back on the pavement. On the 
windshield was a small pink card. 

“You have been assisted,” the card 
said, “by the Richfield Road Ramblers 
...a Club of teenagers formed to cre- 
ate good feeling between teenagers and 
the public.” 

You too may get the same sort of 
heart-warming help from teenagers one 
of these days — for the idea promises 
to spread. Ramblers help people with 
flat tires, boiling radiators, vapor locks, 
other troubles. On nights when there’s 
“nothing to do,” the boys patrol hour 
after hour looking for motorists in 
distress. 

Sometimes they find trouble when 
they don’t want to— when they're 
dressed up and on the way to a dance. 


“But we stop anyhow and lend a 
hand, then go home and get dressed 
and washed all over again if necessary,” 
says Rambler Bob Graves, a college 
sophomore. 

Any teenager who is licensed to drive 
is eligible to join the Ramblers, pro- 
vided his character and driving record 
(which are carefully investigated) are 
good. He must own his own car, for 
the club believes boys are safer in their 
own cars than when they drive the 
family’s. The boy’s car, too, is “inves- 
tigated.” It must be safe — and clean. 

Ramblers pay 50c-a-week dues, wear 
a special club shirt and rent from the 
club their “plaques” — metal panels 
that hang from the rear bumper, to dis- 
play the club’s name. And the boys 
forbid any conduct that reflects on that 
proud plaque. If a Rambler should pay 
a traffic fine, he must pay half of the 
fine again to the club. 

The Ramblers sometimes help at ac- 
cidents. And one day not long ago they 
found a car teetering on the brink of

They have no use for ‘yo-yos,’ 


a deep ditch, ready to turn over. It had 
slipped off its Owner’s jack. "Rambler 
Al Anderson helped hold the car right 
side up while Chuck Magnussen got 
under the teetering vehicle to finish 
changing the tire. 

Another time, two Ramblers found 
a doctor trying to start a stalled car. 
“I’m a surgeon and I was hurrying to 
a call at the hospital when this thing 
stopped running,” he said. 

The boys, expert mechanics, “oper-

ated” on his car, freed some locked 
transmission linkage and got the sur- 
geon to his job on time. 

Again; a Rambler saw a little girl 
playing in a street, half hidden by 
bushes. His quick eye spotted a blink- 
ing turn-light on a car that was about 
to make a fast turn into that street. 
The Rambler shouted, ran, snatched 
the child to safety. 

Such “Good Samaritan” acts are 
cemmon in this city of 40,000. Result: 
In three years the Ramblers, leaders in 
high school and college, have won the 
affection and respect not only of public 


and police — but of other teenagers. 
A few autumns ago cars here were kill- 
ing up to seven people a year. But to- 
day Richfield is rounding out four years 
without a single traffic death. Chief of 
Police Cyril Johnson passes along much 
of the credit to the Ramblers. 

“Besides helping people, these boys 
really know how to drive,” he says. The 
Ramblers permit no drinking, speeding 
or fast starting. Their cars are clean, 
not flashy. Every six weeks their cars 
get a tough safety check. , 

Unlike many teen-age cars, Ram- 
blers’ look no different from your fam- 
ily car. They aren’t plastered with cute 
signs, skulls, fake aerials, flying pen- 
nants, squirrel tails or what the Ram- 
blers call “stick-on goodies.” The 
Ramblers scorn the tire-squealing an- 
tics of showoff teenagers, call such kids 
“squirrels” or “yo-yos.” 

To see how the Ramblers work, a 
visitor to town recently made a test. He 
“stalled” his car, propped up the hood 
and loosened an ignition wire far down 
under his V-type motor. 

Presently two 17-year-olds drove up. 

“Help you?” they asked. They peered 
under the hood. Five seconds ticked off. 
“Why,” said Rambler Bill Christian, 
“you've got a spark-plug wire discon- 
nected. But who twisted it "way down 
under here?” 

He repaired the wire while Rambler 
Harvey Jackson handed the visitor a 
pink card. It said: “If you have appre- 
ciated this help, please mail this card 
to the police station.” 

Pink cards, and letters of gratitude, 
pour in to Sgt. Floyd Roman, the club's 
adviser. Here are samples: 

A woman driver: “I was stranded on 
the parkway with a flat tire. Rambler 
LeRoy Carlson changed it for me.” 

Businessman (from Indianapolis) : 
“I’m in town on business, My car devel-

oped a vapor lock. Rambler Al Ander- 
son found a -wet towel, wrapped it 
around my fuel pump to cool it off and 
started my car immediately for me.” 

Airline purchasing agent: “Late at 
night we ran out of gas far from a sta- 
tion. After trying to hitch a ride, I was 
picked up by Robert Graves and 
another Rambler. Not only did they 
take me to a gas station; they waited 
and drove me back to my car.” 

In addition to their numerous “Good 
Samaritan” works, the Kamblers have 
declared open war on reckless teen- 
agers. The war is spreading. Similar 
clubs are springing up in Fargo, Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul and Chicago — dedi- 
cated to improving teen-age driving. 

One day recently, however, the Ram- 
blers had a major embarrassment. 

“A new member was seen acting up 
in a shopping center,” one explains. 
“He ‘squealed out’ in low, got a pretty 
wicked second and ‘squealed out’ again 
in high. The center was crowded with 


shopping mothers and their children. 

“A report reached us from another 
club. Those guys thought we must be 
a bunch of squirrels. Our member cried 
on our shoulders — he was a nice guy, 
too — but we kicked him out next day. 
Nothing can ruin a club’s reputation as 
fast as a yo-yo driver.” 

Sergeant Roman says the Ramblers 
haven’t had a ticket in two years. They 
haven’t even bent a fender —a fact 
which makes parents breathe easily, 
especially parents of girls who date the 
Ramblers. 

“They’re a level-headed bunch,” says 
Roman. “Those fellows don’t drive like 
children; they drive like men, and bet- 
ter than a lot of grown men. 

“One of their past presidents came 
to me in distress the other day and said: 
‘Gosh, your boys haven’t been told to 
lay off giving tickets to Ramblers, have 
they?’ I assured him that Ramblers 
would get tickets as fast as anybody — 
but they just don’t get into trouble.” & 
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-Why not Ramblers in your town? 


If the story of the Richfield Road 
Ramblers impresses you as much as 
it does PARADE, you should be inter- 
ested in considering their idea for the 
teenagers of your own community. 
Here are some useful pointers: 

The Ramblers got started when 
eight boys, all leaders in school, grew 
disgusted at ¢he way other teenagers 
drove. They went right to the police 
for help, soon enlisted Sergeant 
Roman — a sympathetic, efficient 
officer. 

Says Roman: “A lot depends on 
the club leadership. The president 
must be intelligent, respected and 
seriously interested in his job.” 

Adds a Rambler: “If you start a 


club, get the members in early — be- 
fore their driving habits are set!” 

More information about the Ram- 
bler idea can be had by writing Police 
Chief Cyril Johnson, Richfield, Minn. 
Meanwhile, one problem remains to 
be solved: liability. If a boy causes an 
accident while pushing a stalled car, 
for example, he may be liable for any 
damages. That hasn't happened yet, 
but the Ramblers (who are incorpo- 
rated) are working on this. 

They also are hoping for an off- 
street track or strip for “drag races.” 
Some authorities feel drag strips en- 
courage highway racing. The Ram- 
blers disagree —- and in a club as solid 
as theirs, they’re probably right.

HOW TO MAKE IT

cradle board: a piece of plywood

head to 8” at foot; a 4”-high 
footboard; a 1’’-x-2’’-x-18” brace. 
You also need a cloth sacque, 
32” x 25”; 6 ring snaps, 2 screw 
hooks and 6 screw eyes; a hoop, 
and 7 ft. of rope. 

Assemble footboard and brace 
as shown in pictures. Place two 
screw eyes 7” from top of board; 
wire hoop to them. For hood 
brace, bind 10 rattan strips and 
wire to board. Install screw eyes 
to each end of brace and at foot. 
Place ring snap in each and at- 
tach supporting ropes. Install 
screw hooks in ceiling and use 
one ring snap on each. 

For sacque, make eyelet holes 
on three sides; stitch together at 
bottom; lace with leather thong. 

Total cost: about $4.50.

Memo to the thousands of ambitious 
youngsters who try to crash this town 
each year: Chances of getting an acting 
break in motion pictures today are slim- 
mer than ever before. 

There are two important reasons: 1) 
The studios have cut production ‘way 
back to concentrate on “big” pictures 
like The Ten Commandments and War 
and Peace; 2) More and more parts are 
going to the sons and daughters of estab- 
lished stars. 

This second point is something pretty 
new here. Stars’ offspring have made 
good in the past — witness Douglas 
Fairbanks, Jr., for example — and stu- 
dio executives long have been notorious 
for putting their relatives on the payroll. 
But today a whole second generation of 
actors is springing up. 

Take James MacArthur, 18-year-old 
son of actress Helen Hayes. Two months 
ago MacArthur finished his first film role 
in The Young Stranger at RKO. 

“It’s the best summer job I ever had,” 
he declared before leaving Hollywood 
for Harvard. “I got $7,500 for seven 
weeks’ work. Last summer I worked in 
a parking lot.” 

The Young Stranger, incidentally, was 
adapted from a teéleplay entitled Strike 
a Blow. Its author, Robert Dozier, 28, 
happens to be the son of RKO produc- 
tion chief Bill Dozier. 

During the filming. of That Certain 
Feeling, Bob Hope's four adopted chil- 
dren suddenly decided that they had the 
yen to emote. The comedian promptly

Ford 
then hired him for a similar role in The 
Searchers, and now young Wayne has 
been signed to a long-term contract. 

Apparently James Mason wants the 
same end for his precocious 7-year-old 
daughter, Portland. Not only did he cast 
her in his own recent production, Bigger 
Than Life; even before that he helped 
her land a job as one of Gregory Peck’s 
children in The Man in the Gray Flan- 
nel Suit. 

Perhaps the youngest chip off the old 
block these days is the infant Fraser 
Heston, who appears as the baby Moses 
in The Ten Commandments. His father, 
Chariton Heston, portrays the elder 
Moses in the film. 

Stars who control their own produc- 
tion companies can hire as many rela- 
tives as the payroll will bear. Take Alan 
Ladd. A few weeks ago Ladd hired 
David, his 12-year-old son, to act with 
him in Buffalo Grass —and made his 
daughter, Carol Lee, assistant producer. 

And when Robert Montgomery’s 
daughter Elizabeth wanted acting work, 
her famous father saw to it that she ap- 
peared on his dramatic TV program. 

It’s beginning to seem that Hollywood

Are you one of those women who think football is a big dark mystery? 
Do you ask questions about it that give the men of your family apoplexy? 
Actuaily, football is no more complicated than knitting. After over 
25 years of playing, coaching and explaining football to my wife and 
daughters, I’ve found that anybody who understands 10 basic terms can 
understand a football game. You won’t be an expert, of course, and 
you still may ask questions — but they'll be intelligent questions. 

What’s more, you can learn the 10 terms in about the time it takes 
to fry a hamburger. Probably you know some of them already. Test yourself 
by trying to pick the correct definitions in the questions below. Check 
your answers with those at the top of the column at right. Then study the 
tips I’ve given to help you understand each term. In 20 minutes or less, 
you'll be able to watch football and enjoy it.

But no matter how many of football's 10 
basic terms you know, learn more about 
them by reading the tips below. 


Read this and you'll know 
football’s 10 basic terms 


1 A touchdown is scored when a team moves 
the ball across the goal line it’s facing. 


2 A field goal is scored by placing the ball 
on the ground and kicking it between the goal 
posts and above the horizontal bar connecting 
the posts. It’s usually attempted when a team 
is stopped in its drive for a touchdown. 


3 A safety is scored by the team which tackles 
an opponent who is holding the ball behind 
his own goal line (that is, the goal line he was 
trying to run away from). 


4 A point after touchdown usually is scored 
the same way as a field goal, but always is 
attempted from the 2-yard line. It also can 
be scored — but rarely is — by running the 
two yards or completing a pass over the goal 
line. 


S Making a first down earns the team with 
the ball another four tries or “downs” at mak- 
ing 10 or more yards. Thus you hear “First 
[down] and 10” (yards to go); then “second 
and 7” (if the team made three yards) and 
so on. If the team fails to make its 10 yards 
after four tries, the ball goes over to the other 
team and it’s “first and 10” for them. 


6 A team usually punts on fourth down. It’s 
reluctant to try for the needed yards on fourth 
down since, if it fails, its opponents will get 
the ball at that spot. So it gives up the ball to 
the other team by punting — kicking the ball. 
If the kick travels 40 yards, the opponents 
in turn must go 40 yards farther for a touch- 
down. 


7 The line of scrimmage is an imaginary line 
running through the spot where the ball is 
put down at the start of each play and is at 
right angles to the sidelines. 


8 A forward pass can be thrown or caught 
only by the four backfield men — quarter- 
back, halfbacks or fullback — and the men 
on each end of the line (the ends). If they 
fail (and the pass isn’t intercepted in flight 
by the opposition), the pass is ruled “incom- 
plete” when it hits the ground. It can’t be 
picked up by the opposition but is brought 
back to the spot where the play began for 
the next play. However, if a lateral pass — 
thrown sideways or to the rear — falls in- 
complete, the ball can be recovered by the 
opposition. 

9 An offside, the most common infraction 
of the rules, occurs when a player jumps for- 
ward before the ball is passed between the 
center's legs to the backfield to sfart the play. 
The penalty is five yards; the down stays the 
same, since the infraction erases the play. 
Thus if it were second down and seven yards 
to go before the penalty, it now would be 
second down and 12 yards to go. 


10 The referee is the “boss” official: he sig- 
nals most of the infractions, paces off the 
penalties and places the ball down after each 
play.
